IN HUNGARY 


An Official Report From the United Nations on 
Moscow's Reign of Terror in Budapest

Mescow rules by one law—shoot to kill; and the 

United Nation’s report on Hungary sets forth in 
sickening detail how this first law of Communism was 
applied last fall in Budapest. 


Under Communism—in any country—‘“peace” comes 
when the last advocate of freedom and law lies bleed- 
ing in the street. 

From the lips of no less than 111 witnesses, the 
UN Commission presents the Russian “peace machine” 
in action in prostrate Hungary over a period of three 
months—October, November, and December 1956. The 
Hungarian casualties numbered 3,000 dead and 13,000 
wounded. 


The trouble really began in late 1945. when the 
Allied Control Commission certified the Communist 
Party as a legitimate political organization qualified 
to offer candidates in the first post-war elections. 

Five parties won seats in the new parliament: 
Smallholders, 245; Social Democrats, 69; Communists, 
70; National Peasants, 23; and Democratic Party, 2. 

“The four major parties formed a coalition, but the 
Communist influence steadily asserted itself,” the UN 
report relates. “By 1948 leaders of the non-Com- 
munist parties had been silenced, had fled abroad, or 
had been arrested; and in 1949 Hungary officially be- 
came a [Communist] ‘People’s Democracy.’ Real 
power was in the hands of Matyas Rakosi, a Com- 
munist trained in Moscow. Under his regime, Hun- 
gary was modelled more and more closely to the 
Soviet pattern. Free speech and individual liberty 
ceased to exist. Arbitrary imprisonment became com- 
mon, and purges were undertaken, both within and 
outside the ranks of the party. In June 1949, the 
Foreign Minister, Laszlo Rajk, was arrested; he was 
charged with attempting to overthrow the democratic 
order, and hanged. Many other people were the vic- 
tims of similar action. This was made easier by the 
apparatus of the State Security Police, or AVH, using 
methods of terror, which became identified with Ra- 
kosi’s regime in the minds of the people.” 

On October 25, 1956, some 300,000 freedom demon- 


strators gathered before the Parliament Building in 
Budapest, calling for Imre Nagy, former Premier un- 
der the Communists, whose resistance to Rakosi’s 
brutalities, had made him a popular favorite with all 
opposing elements. In this demonstration Stalin’s 
statue was pulled from its pedestal and demolished. 

Twenty-four hours earlier, a delegation of students 
had entered the government radio studios to demand a 
general broadcast of the sixteen demands of the free- 
dom movement. 

“The censor had been unwilling to broadcast the 
demands for the withdrawal of Soviet troops and for 
free elections, and the students had refused to allow 
incomplete publication of their demands.” 

Next day, October 23, the students renewed their 
demand for official broadcast time. 

“A large crowd gathered at the Radio Building, 
which was guarded by the AVH,. The students sent 
a delegation into the building to negotiate with the 
director. The crowd waited in vain for the return of 
this delegation, and eventually a rumor spread that 
one delegate had been shot. 

“Shortly after 9 p. m. tear-gas bombs were thrown 
from the upper windows and, one or two minutes 
later, AVH men opened fire on the crowd, killing a 
number of people and wounding others. In so far as 
any one moment can be selected as the turning point 
which changed a peaceful demonstration into a vio- 
lent uprising, it would be this moment when the AVH, 
already intensely unpopular and universally feared 
by their compatriots, attacked defenseless people.” 

It should be noted that these demonstrations were 
in part simultaneous with news from Poland on Octo- 
ber 19, of a general movement for greater independence 
of the USSR. The reports from Poland were greeted 
with great enthusiasm throughout Hungary. 

As fire opened from the Budapest Radio Building, 
the UN report continues, “the anger of the crowd was 
intensified when white ambulances, with Red Cross 
license plates, drove up. Instead of first-aid teams, 


Moscow Moves Into Budapest Killing Off Opposition 
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AVH police emerged, wearing doctors’ white coats. 
A part of the infuriated crowd attacked them and, in 
this way, the demonstrators acquired their first weap- 
ons. Hungarian forces were rushed to the scene to 
reinforce the AVH but, after hesitating a moment, 
they sided with the crowd.” 

The first Soviet tanks appeared at the Radio Build- 
ing at 2 a. m. October 24. “There was no single in- 
stance recorded of Hungarian troops fighting on the 
Soviet side against their fellow-countrymen,” the UN 
reported, “There was evidence that some of the Rus- 
sian soldiers disliked the task assigned to them.” 

sy October 25, Nagy was a prisoner of the Soviet 
troops. That morning Soviet tanks again opened fire 
on unarmed demonstrators. 

“This massacre, in which many people lost their 
lives, shocked the nation. The Hungarian people did 
not know at this time that Mr. Nagy was detained at 
Communist Party Headquarters, when the Russian 
tanks were firing on the unarmed crowd.” 

Nagy finally set up an interim government October 
27, and next day ordered a cease-fire on the promise of 
the Soviet ambassador to withdraw all Russian forces. 

“Fighting stopped largely on the insurgents’ terms.” 

On October 30, Nagy announced complete abolition 
of the “one-party system.” On November 2 the long- 
exiled Cardinal Mindszenty returned to Budapest and 
broadeast to the nation. 

At 10 p. m. November 3 an Hungarian military 
delegation assembled at the Soviet Command head- 
quarters near Tokol, to complete negotiations for the 
Russian troop withdrawal from all of Hungary. 

“It was nearly midnight when the party was in- 
terrupted by the arrival of General Serov, Chief of 
the Soviet Security Police, who entered the room ac- 
companied by NKVD officers and ordered the arrest 
of the Hungarian delegation.” 

By November 3 some 2,500 Soviet tanks and 1,000 
Soviet supporting vehicles were in Hungary, and “all 
strategic centers, airfields, railroads and highways had 
been brought under Soviet control.” 

“Mr. Nagy, however, gave specific instructions not 
to open fire on the Russian troops, since he under- 
stood that a successful outcome of the negotiations 
for withdrawal of Soviet troops was still expected.” 

At 5:20 a. m. November 3, Nagy announced over 
Radio Budapest that Soviet troops had attacked the 
capital.

“Shortly after 8 a. m. Budapest Radio broadcast 
its last message before going off the air.” 

Meanwhile, at 5 a. m. Kadar, the Russian puppet, 
had formed a new government and “requested the 
help of Soviet troops.” 

The UN said “all the evidence shows that the Soviet 
troops fought alone against the Hungarians. ° 
Many of the new Soviet troops brought into Hungary 
for the second intervention came from distant regions 
of Central Asia. Many believed they were in Egypt, 
with the mission of fighting the Anglo-French ‘im- 
perialists.’. . . Bitter fighting went on until Tuesday 
evening, November 6, when most of the Hungarian 
fighters ran out of ammunition.” 

The final UN comment on this violent overthrow of 
the Nagy Government: “The Soviet-installe|d govern- 
ment of Mr. Kadar commanded no following in the 
country ... the Soviet authorities found themselves 
facing the passive resistance of the Hungarian popu- 
lation.” 


On December 11 the now disarmed and scattered 
Nagy forces called a 48-hour general strike of protest 
against Kadar’s surrender to Moscow. Kadar there- 
upon proclaimed the death penalty for participation 
in strikes. Heavily armed Russian soldiers stood 
guard in every factory and power plant. All industry 
had been at a standstill since late October. By De- 
cember 15 “dire necessity had enforced a resumption 
of work.” On December 20 Kadar took full control 
of press and radio. 

“By the beginning of 1957 non-Communist organi- 
zations had, in effect, been excluded from any role in 
public life.” 

During these terrible months no less than 190,000 
Hungarians had fled their native land. 

“Only a small fraction,” the UN concludes whimsi- 
cally “have accepted the invitation to return.” 

Moscow later justified this orgy of violence and bru- 
tality with the statement in Pravda: 

“We regard our help to the Hungarian working class 
in its struggle, against the intrigues of counter- 
revolution, as our national duty.” 

Such is the latest official picture of the Moscow 
“neace machine” in action. 

And this is the mob of two-gun gangsters who 
would like an international “agreement” suspending 
all atomic tests—without a double-barreled air- 
inspection system! 
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BILLY MITCHELL -- 
HONORED PROPHET! 


The Historic 1925 Court Martial of Aviation's 
General Billy Mitchell Is Reviewed In the 
Pentagon

HE court martial trial of General Billy Mitchell 

began in 1925. Mitchell died in 1936, an honored 
prophet, but his trial is still going on wherever air 
men meet. 

So the Pentagon decided, in 1957, to review his con- 
viction. The review proceedings were handed over to 
the Air Force Board for the Correction of Military 
Records, 

Billy Mitchell was one of America’s most celebrated 
pioneer aviators. He had been taught to fly by aids 
of the Wright Brothers. Soon after World War I, he 
advocated an independent Air Force! 

In this campaign he told the Army’s Chief-of-Staff, 
and other high-ranking military officers in Washing- 
ton, what he thought of their somnolent attitude to- 
ward military aviation—at a time when old-line offi- 
cers of both the Army and Navy would have no part 
of the flying machine. A veteran cavalryman recently 
had been promoted over Mitchell to be chief of the 
Army’s air arm—then a branch of the Signal Corps. 
Convicted of insubordination, Mitchell quit the Army. 

The Review Board is made up of five civilians: 
George 8. Robinson, chairman; John J. McLaughlin, 
Joseph E. Cunningham, Ralph P. Dunn and Herbert 
R. Wildman. 

These men have before them a transcript of the 
original Billy Mitchell trial, one of the most famous 
in court-martial history. This transcript contains 
close to 1,500,000 words of testimony, along with 
many exhibits. 

In this mass of evidence is the real history of mili- 
tary aviation. It begins with the time the Wright 
Brothers taught a couple of Army officers how to fly, 
back in the early 1900's and comes up to 1925, when 
two terrific disasters caused Billy Mitchell to sound 
off. First of these was the destruction of the Navy 
dirigible Shenandoah, which occurred on September 
2, 1925, over Ava, Ohio. Fourteen crew members and 
their commander, Zachary Lansdowne, perished. 
Shortly thereafter came the futile attempt of a Navy 
trans-Pacific hop. Of three planes, the only one to 
become airbourne crashed. Billy Mitchell had warned 
of such tragedies. He knew more about this business 
of flying than most of his superiors, but his method of 
telling them so was unorthodox. 

At the time of these tragedies, Billy Mitchell was 
serving at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, as Air Officer 
of the Eighth Corps Areas. One of the young Army 
officers who had preceded him there was Lt. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 

Three days after the Shenandoah crashed, Billy 
Mitchell issued a press release. Dated September 5, 
1925, it was long enough to fill a full page of any 
newspaper. It said, among other allegations: 

“These accidents—the Shenandoah and the trans- 


Pacific flight—are the direct result of incompetency, 
criminal negligence, and almost treason:ble adminis- 
tration of the national defense by the Navy and War 
Departments. In their attempt to keep down the 
development of aviation into an independent depart- 
ment, separate from the Army and Navy and handled 
by aeronautical experts, and to maintain the exis.ing 
systems, they have gone to the utmost lengths to carry 
their points. All aviation policies, schemes, and sys- 
tems are dictated by the non-flying officers of the Army 
or Navy, who know practically nothing about it.” 

That did it. The other 7,500 words, while full of 
meaning and packed with punch, were unnecessary. 
This was the gist of it. 

Billy Mitchell was charged immediately with insub- 
ordination, with conducting himself “to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline; with intent to 
discredit both the War and Navy Departments.” 

As a result of the present review of the Mitchell 
Case, a great burden hangs on that little word “in- 
tent.” Was it his “intent” to discredit, or was it his 
“intent” merely to prove that what this nation needed 
was a separate Air Corps? 

As soon as Mitchell’s bomb had dropped, an investi- 
gation was started by Col. George A. Nugent, of the 
Inspector General’s Division, War Department. 

On October 19, 1925, the Army recommended that 
General Mitchell be tried by court-martial. Nine days 
later the trial got under way. 


Just how far ahead of his time Rilly Mitchell was 
may be realized when some of the World War I planes, 
now on exhibition, are studied. A trip to the Smith- 
sonian will give an idea of what the old-time fliers 
really accomplished. They went up against the wind, 
smack against it. Pilot’s sat out in front of those old 
double-deckers like old men rocking on a front porch. 
Their planes were held together with piano wire. 
Sometimes the wires played tunes in high winds. To 
fly a Wright biplane, or a Curtiss, was an acrobatic 
feat. 

Because of Mitchell’s early exploits in aeronautics, 
and his historic accomplishments, the entire world of 
aviation is anxiously awaiting the result of the Air 
Force Board’s review of this celebrated case. Will 
Billy Mitchell be exonerated, or will the verdict of the 
court-martial stand? 


General Billy Mitchell—Highly Decorated 
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For those who came in late, here is who and what 
Billy Mitchell was, and did: 

He was an American, born in Nice, on the French 
Riviera, December 29, 1879, while his parents were on 
vacation there from their home in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin. The Mitchells were a pioneer family of that 
State. In his 37th year, Billy Mitchell landed with 
the American forces in France. When in 1917, he was 
made head of all American aviation forces, it didn’t 
hurt a bit that he had been born on French soil. He 
was “Le General Aviatour Americain.” 

Miichell had been in the Army many years before 
he landed with the American Expeditionary Forces, 
commanded by General John J. Pershing. As a young- 
ster, he was slightly over 18, a junior at George Wash- 
ington University, he enlisted in April, 1898, to serve 
in the Spanish-American war as a buck private. That 
is where he started his long climb toward a general- 
ship. 

After the Spanish-American experience he went to 
Cuba to help quell the insurrection and string tele- 
graph lines. He was in the Signal Corps, for-runner 
of the Air Corps. 

General Greeley, the famous explorer, was then 
commanding officer of the Signal Corps. He signaled 
out the youngster as a man worth watching, and soon 
sent him into Alaska, That is where Billy Mitchell 
performed his greatest feats for the Signal Corps. 
He is accredited with having built the first complete 
telegraph line across that vast country—more than 
2,000 miles in length. 

That done, and now the recipient of many promo- 
tions, young Major Mitchell moved to Washington. 
About that time the Army had established its first 
training school for aviators, at College Park, Md. 
There a little band of early fliers were experimenting. 
Taught to fly by the Wright Brothers, the two out- 
standing men at that time were Lieutenants Thomas 
DeWitt Milling and H. H. Arnold, afterwards to be 
known as “Hap” Arnold, head of the Air Corps in 
World War II, and famous as “The Bomber of Berlin.” 

Thomas DeWitt Milling, now a retired General of 
the Air Corps, was the first person ever to take Billy 
Mitchell aloft. When Mitchell became a General, 
in charge of American aviation on the Western front, 
Colonel Thomas DeWitt Milling was his Chief of Staff. 

Eddie Rickenbacher also was flying with these two 
officers. 

Back home in January, 1919, head of one of the 
greatest flying organizations ever assembled, a highly 
decorated and acclaimed hero, Billy Mitchell was to 
get the shock of his life. He had expected to be made 
Chief of the Military Aviation. He was our only flying 
general. But the man who got this new post was 
General Charles T. Menoher, from the United States 
Cavalry, a branch then about to go out of business. 
General Menoher never had been air-bourne. 

In 1920 Billy Mitchell started to wage a little war 
of his own—for airpower. He was sure that the air- 
plane was the weapon of the future. He declare«| 
that he would risk his life and reputation on a con- 
test he’d like to see staged: Bombardment of battle- 
ships by airplanes. 

Mitchell said he could sink any battleship afloat. 
given the aviators and the airships carrying bombs. 
High officers of the Navy ridiculed the idea. Even the 
then Secretary of the Navy, Josephus Daniels, came 
up with a laughing challenge, saying he would “Stand 
bareheaded on the deck of a battleship and let Brig- 
adier General Mitchell take a crack at me with a 
bombing airplane.” 

Many a time in the future, the man who later be-

came Ambassador to Mexico wished he had never ut- 
tered those words. 

With hardly a friend among the top officers of the 
Army or the Navy, Billy Mitchell pressed for Con- 
gressional permission to take a couple of old German 
battleships out in Chesapeake Bay and bomb them. 

The following year, Congress authorized the use of 
the captured German ships as targets. General Mit- 
chell’s bombers did as he had promised. The ships were 
sent to Davy Jones’ locker, off the Capes beyond Hamp- 
ton Roads. 

That done, Mitchell started his crusade for a sepa- 
rate Air Force, which we got in 1947; for an Air Uni- 
versity, which we got in 1954, in Colorado. For all 
these activities, and several others, when Mitchell’s 
appointment as Assistant to Maj. Gen. Mason Patrick, 
Chief of Aviation, expired, it was not renewed. 

Mitchell was reduced to the rank of colonel and or- 
dered back to Fort Sam Houston. 

At this indigity, 26 fellow-oflicers who had fought 
with Mitchell offered to resign from the Army, but 
their chief persuaded them against such action. It 
was this rebuff which undoubtedly stirred Billy Mit- 
chell to further action against his superiors. He sug- 
gested a Congressional Committee—the Lampart Com- 
mittee—conduct an inquiry into the air services. He 
had charged that Army and Navy officers were muzzl- 
ed, not permitted to give Congress their honest views. 
Legislation followed providing that “no Army or Navy 
officer shall be transferred, demoted, or sent away” 
as a result of testimony he might give before Congress. 


Another bill called for the promotion of William 
Mitchell, by special act of Congress, “to the rank of 
Major General.” 

Just before his trial,, Billy Mitchell faced the Mor- 
row Board, investigating air services at the direction 
of President Coolidge. It was at this hearing that 
Mitchell told the investigators that the American Air 
Force consisted only of a dozen outmoded pursuit 
planes, 22 broken-down bombers, and that it had no 
more than 450 pilots. It was here, too, that he pre- 
dicted the air disasters which he criticized in his press 
release at Fort Sam Houston, Sari Antonio, Texas. 

Billy Mitchell’s trial began October 28, 1925, in an 
old delapidated building near the Capitol. Toward 
the end of December he was convicted and sentenced 
“to be suspended from rank, command, and duty with 
forfeitures of all pay and allowances for five years.” 
On January 25, 1926, this sentence was approved by 
President Coolidge with one modification—that Mit-

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AIR POWER AFTER 


FIFTY YEARS 


A Capsule History of the First Half-Century of 
Our Military Air Power

(Looking at the skies today, it is difficult for the citizen 
to realize that the first U. S. contract for a military air- 
plane was granted only fifty years ago. Secretary Mac- 
Intyre reviews the first half-century of military air power— 
from his address July 13 dedicating the Reserve Training 
Center at Barksdale Air Force Base, Shreveport, La. Al- 
most thirty years ago Shreveport donated the land for 
Barksdale AFB, and the Army allocated $50,000 for im- 
provements. Today, Barksdale represents an investment of 
more than $100,000,000 in the Strategic Air Command Base.) 


T IS DIFFICULT to realize that only fifty years 

have elapsed since military aviation had its begin- 
ning. Yet this year, we celebrate the Golden Anni- 
versary of the Air Force. In 1907, a year after the 
Air Service was established to “study the flying ma- 
chine and the possibility of adapting it to military 
purposes,” a contract was let to the Wright Brothers 
to build America’s first military airplane. The speci- 
fications called for its carrying two men in continuous 
flight for a period of one hour at forty miles per hour. 

It is interesting to note one other provision of that 
contract. Article eleven provided that payment would 
be contingent upon an appropriation adequate to its 
fulfillment being made by Congress. 

The Wrights built well and their product met the 
specifications by attaining a speed of forty-two miles 
per hour. Man’s conquest of the air was a reality 
and the evolution of the airplane, which within a life- 
time has had a profound effect upon the course of 
world affairs, commerce and warfare had begun. 

Previously considered useful for reconnaissance pur- 
poses only, experiments in bomb-dropping in 1910 
demonstrated the airplane to be truly a weapon of 
offense. 


In 1914, Congress recognized the growing impor- 
tance of the airplane by establishing the Aviation 
Section of the Signal Corps as a permanent function 
of the military department. Emphasizing the growing 
combat capability of aviation, the Air Corps was or- 
ganized in 1926. By 1941, the Army Air Force was 
established and given operational and administrative 
autonomy in 1942. The predictions of General Billy 
Mitchell and other air prophets became an established 
fact with the passage of the National Security Act of 
1947, which separated the Air Force from the Army. 
With the creation of the Air Force as an equal service 
with the Army and Navy, airpower had gained full 
recognition as an important instrument of interna- 
tional policy. 

Early this year, a flight of B-52s circled the globe 
non-stop in less than forty-six hours, ably demon- 
strating the capability of our modern weapons to 
carry out a mission anywhere in the world. In con- 
trast, had the Wrights’ plane been able to undertake 
this same flight, it would have required nearly twenty- 
four days. 


While airpower on the one hand has posed the 
greatest threat to our national security that we have 
known, it paradoxically has created an unique oppor- 
tunity to attain lasting peace. That the Soviets have 
held in check their aggressive tendencies has in a large 
measure been due to the reality of our retaliatory 
airpower. They know that we could hit back harder 
than they could hit us, thus making their aggression 
unprofitable. If we can maintain this military deter- 
rence to the use of war as an instrument of inter- 
national policy, we create a climate where nations must 
seek realistic settlements to their differences on the 
political plane. In this sense, military airpower is a 
protective canopy against the unthinkable horrors of 
modern war, under which the full benefits of the peace- 
ful application of airpower can be developed. In this 
way, the airplane, and the revolutionary weapons it 
can use, can become the boon rather than the scourge 
of mankind. 


Today, as we add new facilities to our Air Force, I 
am struck with the many elements and factors that 
comprise our airpower. 


The responsibility to retaliate quickly and decisively 
rests in the striking forces of the Strategic and Tac- 
tical Air Commands, Most of you are familiar with 
SAC’s mission to conduct strategic air operations on a 
global basis. The Tactical Air Command, now equipped 
with light bombers and fighter-bombers, capable of 
carrying nuclear weapons and being refueled in flight, 
has also become a powerful deterrent to war—not 
only to major wars, but to hot and cold periphery 
actions that might arise. The forces of the Strategic 
and Tactical Air Commands are deployed both in the 
United States and at strategic locations overseas to 
guarantee instant and decisive retaliation to any ag- 
gressor. Adding to their strength, we also must count 
the forces of our allies who contribute greatly to the 
security of the free world. 

The Air Defense Command, our other important de- 
terrent power, is our shield to blunt a surprise attack. 
These forces have been strengthened with supersonic 
fighters armed with atomic weapons. With improved 
communications and warning systems they are able to 
detect, identify and intercept enemy aircraft at a dis- 
tance from our borders. This safeguard further guar- 
antees to an enemy his destruction should be attack. 

Early in July, this year, our first supersonic jet- 
atomic bomber, the B-58, was unveiled as a possible 
replacement for the subsonic B-47 medium bomber, 
and we are working on even more advanced manned 
aircraft. 

In the ballistic missile programs, which now are on 
an accelerated basis, we plan to have missiles ready to

T IS a rare event in history—and a memorable trib- 
ute to the essence of American representative gov- 
ernment—when two distinguished presiding officers of 
the House of Representatives are honored as states- 
men and patriots. 


The Honorable Sam Rayburn, of Texas, has served 
longer as Speaker of the House of Representatives 
than any other man in all American history. 


His distinguished colleague and warm personal 
friend, Joseph W. Martin, Jr., of Massachusetts, has 
served two terms as Speaker, and some twenty years 
as Republican floor leader in the House. 


Alone or together, they have exerted a far-reaching, 
wise and beneficient influence on the whole course of 
American affairs—indeed upon the whole history of 
the world—in our generation. 

To bring together in one realm of service two more 
devoted patriots would be a labor for Hercules. 

Both are faithful servants of the Republic, proud 
defenders and jealous guardians of our great American 
heritage of ordered liberty under law. 

The legislative function is the keystone in the arch 
of freedom. And in the vital legislative process, the 
Speakership of the House of Representatives—the 
House of the People, if you please—is the first pivot 
of equal justice under law. If the legislature shall fail 
or be corrupted, then all freedom falls. 

These, then, are the gentlemen whose integrity, pro- 
bity, and rigid patriotic devotion, have guided and 
molded the comings and goings of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in our times. 

We owe them much for their great contribution to 
the living American Dream. 

Speaker Rayburn has served continuously in the 
House since March 4, 1913—more than 44 years—and 
has filled with honor and distinction every subsidiary 
legislative post from committee chairman to floor 
leader for the party established in the early days of 
the Republic by Thomas Jefferson. 

As a youth in Texas he knew bitter want and priva- 
tion. He brings to the legislative chamber every day 
of his life a firm and abiding faith in the aspirations 
of the humblest citizen. 

Speaker Martin, who served in the Massachusetts 
legislature with the illustrious Calvin Coolidge, came 
to the House on March 4, 1925. 

He, too, as a youth knew hardship and anxiety in a 
home of modest means, His father was the New Eng- 
land village blacksmith of the Speaker’s native city of 
North Attleboro, where the Martin homestead still 
stands. The Martins never moved “up town.” Joe 


earned his first money selling newspapers in North 
Attleboro at the age of six. 

From almost forty years of public service to his 
native Massachusetts and the Nation, Speaker Martin 
has implanted one great principle in the structure of 
freedom. He quotes it often, and I quote it here in 
tribute to his profound statesmanship. Says Speaker 
Martin: 

“Government is the servant, never the master, of 
the people!” 

These men symbolize the majesty and the grandeur 
of the American accomplishment since Jamestown ani 
Plymouth Rock. In the words of the poet, strong men 
keep coming on. Every generation brings us new 
leaders equal to the burdens of the hour. These are 
the venerable gentlemen who have carried the sizzling 
heavy burdens of the lawmaker in our troubled times. 

We began as a Nation of 3-million people in 1789, 
and have subdued a whole continental wilderness to 
make a new civilization for 170-million people—all in 
the quick span—as history measures time—of 168 
years. 

Only a devoted patriotism which submerges the 
hurley-burley of narrow partisanship could have 
guided such accomplishment. Mark you well, there 
are many nations older than ours, and a few larger. 
Yet none approaches us today in over-all standards of 
living and well-being for all the people. 

We began as a haven of freedom for the despised 
and the oppressed of Europe. And we stand today 
as the hope of the world. If America fails, the long 
black night of despotism and terror falls again upon 
all humankind. 

But we shall not fail so long as we continue to live 
by our bright and ancient faith. The faith and creed 
of freedom runs unbroken from Magna Charta through 
the Mayflower Compact, the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Constitution and the Bill of Rights. 

All of those precious documents which underlie our 
great national felicity today are written in the blood 
of men who would be free—at all cost. 

All our national creed is based on the concept that 
man is created in the image of his Maker, and lives in 
a moral universe. History is not mere happenstance 
in cosmic chaos. In our beloved America, all life has 
purpose, meaning, direction. No good work is in vain. 

Under our Constitution our people—from every race 
and every creed, everywhere in the world—have thrown

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THE WARREN COURT 


Why Spend Billions Every Year to Resist Com- 
munism Abroad, If the Supreme Court Will Not 
Permit Us to Fight Communism at Home?

NOTHING that has happened in the National Cap- 

ital during the last twenty years hes caused eye- 
brows to lift with that “I-told-you-so” look as the 
recent decisions of the Supreme Court touching laws 
passed by Congress to control Communism. 

These decisions strongly indicate that the Supreme 
Court has not only shifted to the Left, but in reality 
has made a complete turn. 

The new so-called Liberal content of their decisions 
has in effect served notice on the Executive Branch 
and to the Congress .. . “Shift your thinking because 
if you don’t . . . it will be unconstitutional.” 

Not since the days of Roosevelt ... when FDR tried 
to pack the Court with New Deal adherents . . . has 
there been such a clamor over decisions of the Supreme 
Court. 

Surprisingly enough this criticism and discussion is 
not entirely among lawyers. It is far removed from 
the academic, legalistic discussion. Every citizen is 
vitally concerned with these breath-taking decisions. 
In effect, they practically wiped out our laws that 
have to do with combatting Communism and checking 
upon the loyalty and security risks among Federal 
employees. It can be safely said that this new Su- 
preme Court is not Liberal . . . it is Radical! 

It is to be noted that these recent opinions, which 
overturned long-established practices and laws deal- 
ing with Communism and loyalty, were written by 
Eisenhower appointees. These decisions affect not 
only Federal enforcement of security laws, but apply 
to the states as well. 

Throughout the years ... Justices Black and Will- 
iam O. Douglas were known as the “Liberals” and 
Radicals in their thinking . . . but today we find that 
Chief Justice Warren, Justice Harlan and Justice 
Brennan—Eisenhowecr appointees—have now joined 
the New Dealers Dovglas and Black, and I am sure, 
everyone knows Justice Felix Frankfurter’s radical 
background and thinking. 

This leaves Justice Clark and Justice Whittaker still 
unaccounted. To the everlasting credit of Justice 
Clark, he dissented in these radical decisions and the 
new Justice Whittaker took no part. 

It might be well to remember, when thinking 
about these recent decisions on Communism, what 
the late Senator Joseph McCarthy said about Justice 
Brennan, when he was up for confirmation: “Bren- 
nan has always been soft toward the Communists.” 

There seems to be a feeling, not only among lawyers 
but among the people generally, that the Supreme 
Court is and must remain above criticism. In a Re- 
public, no branch of the government can be above 
criticism or review. Our Judiciary is just another 
branch of the government and gets all its power from 
the people—through their representatives in Congress. 

No republican form of government can survive with- 


out proper scrutiny. Woodrow Wilson, perhaps the 
foremost liberal thinker of his day, pointed out re- 
peatedly: “The power of Congressional investigations 
is even more important than the power to make laws,” 
and it has always been thus until the recent Supreme 
Court decisions. 

The furor that has been created by the recent de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court stems from one basic 
reason. The Court has now started to usurp Con- 
gressional power by basing its decisions, not on writ- 
ten law, but upon ideological concepts of the so-called 
“modern times and needs.” 


Let us take a backward glance at the thinking of 
the founders of the United States in drawing up the 


Constitution. Alexander Hamilton said, “Of all the 
powers above-mentioned, the Judiciary is next to 


nothing. The Judiciary, from the nature of its func- 
tions will always be the least dangerous to the polit- 
ical rights of the Constitution. The Judiciary has no 
influence over the sword or the purse. It is weakest 
of the three departments of the Government.” 


In 1936 Justice Owen Roberts said, “All the Court 
does, can do, is to announce its considered judgment 
upon the question. Its only power is ‘Power of Judg- 
ment’.” Justice Roberts would probably be more than 
surprised to learn how enthusiastically the Commun- 
ists throughout the world have received the last eight 
decisions of the Supreme Court. 


The people who now defend the present “Warren 
Court” seem to forget this significant fact—that the 
Court is usurping the power of the Legislative Branch 
in these decisions. The plain blunt fact is that the 
present “Warren Court” has allied itself with the 
“New Deal,” “Fair Deal,’ “Modern Republican Ideal- 
ism” concept of “Social Planning” and a Blue Print 
Society. 

The present Court decisions indicate an alliance in 
the thinking between certain elements within the Ex- 
ecutive and Judicial Branches. 

We, in the Congress, have received thousands of 
letters—‘Why don’t you do something about this 
codling of Communists by the Supreme Court?” This 
will be most difficult to accomplish, because the Ex- 
ecutive Branch certainly, under the “New Deal and 
Fair Deal Administrations” acquiesced in and sup- 
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ported the Liberal and Sociological interpretations of 
the Supreme Court. 

The present Administration indicates by its actions 
that it approves the decision made by the “Warren 
Court” in the School Segregation Case, when it said 
all American schools had to be de-segregated. The 
“Warren Court” frankly admitted that this school 
case was based upon sociological rather than on legal 
grounds. This sociological reasoning is one of the 
main reasons why the present so-called Civil Rights 
Bill is running into so much opposition, because it 
can easily be pointed out that the power of the Fed- 
eral Courts would be greatly extended. 

Several bills have been introduced in Congress to 
override the Court decisions by proper legislation. 

It is my belief that the Congress should conduct a 
wide, deep, sweeping investigation of the “Warren 
Court” and its attitude toward Communism—and the 
effects of these decisions on the security of our govern- 
ment from saboteurs—both foreign and domestic. The 
Congress can, under its own power, inquire why the 
“Warren Court” is trying to transform itself into a 
Legislative Branch. It would also be worthwhile to 
look into the Law Clerks of the Supreme Court Jus- 
tices and their background. It also might be well to 
remember how it was that in the school segregation 
case the studies of so many Communists and “fellow 
travelers” were cited as reasons for this segregation 
decision. 

It seems quite evident to Americans in every walk 
of life that the present “Warren Court” has a philos- 
ophy which cannot help but undermine National Se- 
curity from the Communist menace. The de-segrega- 
tion decision did not receive the attention it deserved 
in parts of the United States because it was only in 
the South that seemed to be concerned over this 
decision. But it should be apparent to all that this 
decision set the pattern that was to be followed by 
the “Warren Court” in connection with the National 
Security from the menace of Communism here in 
America. 

Recently, the President of the National Attorneys 
Association, Louis C. Wyman of New Hampshire said, 
“The recent decisions of the Supreme Court have set 
the United States back 25 years in its efforts to con- 
trol Communism.” This Northern Attorney General 
further said, “It is tragic to see this Judicial under- 
mining of National Security and Federal-State Rela- 
tions.” Free America has full power to protect itself 
against Communists, 

Perhaps there are some who do not see just how the 


recent decisions affect the right of the sovereign 
states. The “Warren Court” said in the Konigsberg 


Case that the State must admit to practice law one 


who refused to answer questions concerning his rela- - 


tions with the Communist Party. The State had re- 
fused to admit him to the Bar. One Justice of the 
Court in dissenting said, “What this Court has done 
is simply to impose on California its own notion’s of 
publie policy and judgment. For me, this represents 
an unacceptable intrusion into a matter of State con- 
cern.” 

Last week a former President of the American Bar 
Association, Mr. Lloyd Wright, who has been Chair- 
man of President Eisenhower’s Commission on Gov- 
ernment Security studying the Loyalty Security Pro- 
gram, said: “We are in the unhappy situation where 
the Supreme Court is taking a license to spread ide- 
ologies rather than the cornerstone of Anglo-Saxon 
jurisprudence which is precedence.” 

Again Mr. Wright said, “When we are striving to 
survive the insidious attacks of the Kremlin to de- 
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stroy our government of law, it is disheartening that 
‘blind justice’ is unnecessarily blinded to realism.” 

Mr. Wright also pointed out that “Twelve citations 
in the Supreme Court School Segregation Case were 
sociological references and not references to law.” He 
also stated that the most serious thing in this country 
today is the drift toward and the advocacy of a strong 
super central government. 

Mr. Wright, in his report, clearly points out that in 
order to have an all-powerful central government, 
where the states and local governments are merely 
subsidiaries of the Federal, it is necessary that the 
Supreme Court be subservient to advocates of more 
and more central government. He stated that he is 
of the opinion Congress must correct many of these 
recent decisions by proper legislation. 

It is impossible to go into great detail as to what 
the recent decisions mean to the various states in 
their attempts to take legal action against Commun- 
ists. But here are the “Warren Court” Decisions in 
brief : 

1. Slochower Case—State can’t fire Communists off 
State payrolls. 

2. Schware Case—States can’t keep Communists 
from being admitted to the Bar. 

3. Sweezy Case—A Professor in New Hampshire; 
“State officials have no right to question the associa- 
tions of professors in State institutions.” 

4. Nelson Case—Court held States cannot punish 
for sedition. Supreme Court said the Federal Gov- 
ernment has exclusive jurisdiction over sedition. 

5. Watkins Case—Court held Congress could not 
inquire whether he had Communist associates as boss 
of a Labor Union. 

6. Jencks Case—Jencks, a Labor Boss; Court held 
Jencks must be furnished all information collected by 
the FBI thereby opening security files to the offenders. 

7. On June 17, the Supreme Court reversed the con- 
viction of 14 officials of the Communist Party in Cali- 
fornia, holding, in effect, no one has a right to in- 
quire in their so-called political beliefs. 

As a Member of Congress for the past eleven years, 
I have repeatedly heard the various assortment of 
International Do-gooders proclaim in the Halls of 
Congress—and I hear it from the pulpit and read 
it in the press—‘We must spend billions to stop 
Communism abroad and at home. Hunger creates 
and fosters Communism. Americans must assume

“Million Dollar" Russian Spy 
Faces Death Penalty 


Facing the death sentence, Col. Rudolph Ivanovich 
Abel, 55, a Moscow-born resident of the United States, 
who was snatched from immigration authorities as he 
was about to be deported, is now in solitary confine- 
ment in New York awaiting trial. 

Abel, and four others named as co-conspirators, but 
not as defendants, is charged with conspiring to com- 
mit espionage for a Soviet spy ring. Named as co- 
conspirators were Reino Hayhanen, Alexander M. 
Korotkov, Mikhail Svirin and Vitali G. Pavlov. 

Abel is the highest ranking Soviet national ever 
arrested in the United States as a spy. It has been 
revealed that Hayhanen served as a trained Soviet 
spy in this country for six years and later defected. 
He reportedly testified before the Federal grand jury 
in New York which indicted Abel. 

It is indicated the other three are in the Soviet 
Union. Pavlov was former second secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy in Ottawa and was expelled by Can- 
ada in 1946 after the Canadian Government blasted a 
Red cloak and dagger network there. 

Korotkov had also been named as a co-conspirator 
in the Soble spy case, indicating an interlinking of 
the two operations. 

The indictment of Abel was returned by a Brooklyn 
grand jury and it charges that from 1948 until his 
arrest this year he obtained and transmitted informa- 
tion relating to the national defense of the United 
States to the Kremlin. 

Abel, who is 55, has been using the names and birth 
certificates of Martin Collins, born July 15, 1897, living 
only two days, and Emil R. Goldfus, born in Manhat- 
tan on June 2, 1902, but died two months after birth. 


Held Fake Birth Certificates 


Following Abel’s arrest in a New York City hotel 
under the name of Goldfus, Abel was held at the alien 
detention facility at McAllen, Texas, where, repre- 
tented by counsel, he was given a hearing on June 27, 
1957. During the course of this hearing he admitted 
that his true identity was Rudolph Ivanovich Abel, that 
he was not a citizen of the United States, that he was 
a national of the USSR, and that he was born in 
Moscow on July 2, 1902. He entered the United States 
through Canada in 1948. 

As a result of the evidence adduced at this hear- 
ing, it was found that Abel had willfully failed to 
notify the Attorney General of his address during 
January 1956 and during January 1957 in compliance 
with the provisions of Section 265 of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act. On the basis of this finding, 


Abel was ordered deported from the United States. 
Officials say that they have evidence that in event

of war between the United States and Russia, Abel’s 
assignment was to engage in espionage and to set up 
radio transmission of information to Russia. 

In 1953, Abel set up a photograph studio in Brook- 
lyn as an adjunct to his work as an artist. Both 
were blinds for his reali activity. 


Red Spy Posed As Artist 


The indictment alleges that Abel used the studio 
as a “cover” for making microfilms of material he had 
secretly obtained for transmission to Russia. It also 
alleges that he and his co-workers named in the in- 
dictment hollowed out coins, pens, pencils, bolts, hand- 
cuffs, earrings and similar articles so they could be 
used as containers for the transmission of microfilm. 

Raiding Abel’s room, officials found cryptic notes, a 
short-wave radio, some pieces of graph paper of a 
type used in sending coded messages, and other im- 
portant papers and articles to link Abel with his 
espionage work. 

A short-wave radio attached to an abandoned tele- 
phone line between two skyscrapers was also discov- 
ered and believed to have been used for receipt of in- 
structions and transmission of information to Moscow. 

Arraignment of Abel was delayed because of his 
difficulty in finding an attorney to represent him. Abel

was given a generous period of time in which to select 
an attorney. When he failed to name a lawyer the 
court announced that a counsel would be selected 
through the bar association. Soviet authorities in the 
U. 8S. made no effort to identify themselves with Col. 
Abel. Abel is held in solitary confinement. 


Considerable money (estimated at one million dol- 
lars) has been located in lock boxes and in trunks in 
storage, under various names, placed there by Abel, 
tive in New York and in one Massachusetts city. 

The spy will be tried by Federal Judge Matthew T. 
Abruzzo, who presided at the 1941 trial of 14 Germans 
accused of being Nazi spies and failure to register as 
agents of a foreign power. The Senate Internal Se- 
curity Committe in Washington, D. C., is keeping an 
eve on other Americans, alleged suspects of Red 
espionage who are now in Mexico to escape Congres- 
sional questioning. It is reported that among them 
is Prof. Maurice I. Halperin, of Boston University, 
formerly of the State Department; Albert Maltz, of the

Communists Highly Financed 
In World Plot 


The State of New York late in August permanently 
barred the Swiss Banking house, Societe Enonyme de 
Placements Mobilizers, a branch operating in New 
York, from further trading in securities. 

It will be recalled that these columns in August 
(page 9) exposed this and other Communist money 
manipulations in the United States and Canada and 
the conspiracies in other countries, and that the above 
firm operated by an “lron Curtain” individual, Charles 
R. Stahl, had swindled Americans, chiefly New York- 
ers, out of some $6 million dollars in a fake mining 
stock deal. Investigations of other operations of 
aliens in stocks in American industries, chiefly in na- 
tional defense industries, were foiled when the trail 
led to Switzerland, because of the Federal laws there, 
forbidding information concerning depositors, and 
their holdings and activities, in or out of Switzerland, 
when transactions are handled by Swiss banks. 

It is recalled that the United States Government is 
greatly concerned over huge investments in American 
industry by aliens (estimated at $26.8 billions in short 
term investments), who in most instances are using 
dummy fronts in their dealings and holdings. It is 
also recalled that billions of dollars in wealth were 
moved out of country after country by the Communists 
into Moscow, Switzerland, and elsewhere, during the 
Russian occupation of various non-Communist coun- 
tries during World War II. These may be the source 
of Russia’s present funds for dealings on stock 
markets in now Communist countries. 


Italian Reds Steal $90 Million 

Since the article appeared in NaTIONAL REPUBLIC, 
August (page 9), more information has been received 
on the subject of Communist manipulations in the 
economy of non-Communist countries. One such was 
through an article appearing in Parade, Sunday news- 
paper supplement, NYC, in August, expanding on our 
story concerning the Communist steal of the wealth 
that was being smuggled out of Italy by Mussolini. 
as he attempted an escape into Switzerland during 
World War IT. 

Some 33 defendants, all Italian Communists, are 
now on trial for theft of the 90-million-dollar loot 
seized from Mussolini and which they either secreted

out of Italy to Russia, or dissipated in Italian Com- 
munist efforts to seize the government. All of them 
are pleading Fifth Amendment. The State charges 
that this fortune belonged to the government of Ltaly 
and should have been turned over to it by Mussolini’s 
captors and executioners. 

In the recent arrest of a Soviet espionage agent and 
spy, Col. Rudolph Ivanovitch Abel, in Texas, attempt- 
ing an escape to Mexico and then to Russia, after in- 
dictment in New York, a cool million dollars in cur- 
rency, some believed to be counterfeit, was found hid- 
den in banks under varied pseudonyms, and in trunks 
in storage. This was Russian bribe money with which 
to purchase information concerning our national de- 
fense policies and preparations. 


Reds Operate Fifty-five U. S. Firms 


A counter-spy, Boris Morros, operating for the FBI 
in the Col. Abel ring in the U.S.A., has told Congress 
in closed hearings that fifty-five business firms in the 
U.S.A. have acted as “covers for Soviet espionage 
activities,” and that our Government is penetrated. 

Escaping to Mexico, and allegedly involved in the 
Abel (Russian) spy ring, was Martha Dodd Stern and 
her millionnaire husband, who took with them another 
estimated million or so dollars. They had left Mexico 
for Switzerland and on through the Iron Curtain to 
Prague, before arrangements could be made by the 
United States authorities with the Mexican Govern- 
ment to seize them for deportation to the U.S.A. An-

RUN- AWAY A vTeN-year backward glance at our 
Federal budget suggests that govern- 
BUDGET ment spending may be completely out 
of hand. Total cash expenditures of 
the Federal establishment for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1948 were $36.5 billions. The comparable 
figure for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1958, is $83.5 
billions—an increase of 156.2 per cent in ten years! 
Moreover, the highest budget during the Korean War 
was $76.8 billions in 1953. Our peace budget, five 
years later, stands $6.7 billions higher than the peak 
war budget of the Korean police action. 
Here are some ten-year comparisons, as reported 
by the Budget Bureau: he

True, our population has increased by some 30-mil- 
lion since 1948. But that increase would account for 
only $9.3 billions in the budget for 1958, assuming the 
same per capita taxes. Instead, the Federal tax bur- 
den has gone up from $308 per capita in 1948 to an 
estimated $465 for 1958. If the Federal budget had 
increased only in step with population, our Federal 
spending for 1958 would be only $45.8 billions, instead 
of today’s $83.5 billions. 

Obviously, the American people must organize their 
own crusade for lower taxes. 

Unless run-away government spending is checked 
promptly, our whole economy eventually will crash. 
Today’s inflation is generated chiefly by easy govern- 
ment spending—at all levels of administration.

honor, and international morality. Red Imperialism, 
after only forty years, is a stinking rubble of moral, 
political, and economic, junk. 

Medieval palace politics in the Kremlin mark the 
final stages of disintegration. In one generation the 
immutable forces of history have caught up with the 


Twentieth Century architects of pagan materialism. 
Molotov and Malenkof, the last surviving terrorists of 
the original Lenin-Stalin Boisheviki faction of 1905-17, 
now languish in the Communist limbo.

NEW DEAL THE DECISION of the House Committee 
on the Judiciary to study recent Su- 
JUDGES preme Court decisions relating to Com- 

munist activities in the United States 
merits warm applause from all Americans dedicated 
to the preservation of effective constitutional govern- 
ment. 

The inquiry logically goes back to the historic 
Roosevelt court-packing bill of 1936. As a result of 
that memorable debate in the Senate, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was enabled to appoint three new justices 
to the Supreme Court within the space of a year. 
They were Hugo L. Black, William O, Douglas and 
Felix Frankfurter. 

Between 1937 and 1953 twenty-three major cases 
were before the Supreme Court involving the interest 
or program of the Communist Party or one of its 
principal national fronts. 

These cases developed on many complex legal ques- 
tions, but were the same in one respect: each involved, 
before the Supreme Court, a sharp issue between the 
Communist interest and the American doctrine of pro- 
tection against subversion, espionage, and sabotage. 
This was the core of each case, after all legal techni- 
calities. How did the three New Deal judges vote on 
Communism ? 

The record is documented in great detail in the New 
York University Law Review for May 1953, page 969. 
There, Eugene C. Gerhart, a member of the New York 
and New Jersey Bars, and an editor of the American 
Bar Association, presents this historical summary: 

“The Roosevelt appointees voted in favor of the view 
advocated by the Communist interest in those cases in 
which they sat, as follows: 

“Hugo L. Black_______21 out of 22 or 95.4% 
William O. Douglas__18 out of 19 or 94.7% 
Felix Frankfurter____15 out of 23 or 65.2%” 

The Roosevelt conspiracy to deliver America to Com- 
munism from within now has been well documented 
by the committees of Congress. Not even our legal 
profession, however, grasped at the time the true sig- 
nificance of the court-packing putsch. 

Obviously Communism cou'd not be made to work 
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in America unless the Supreme Court could be counted 
upon to sustain the Communist interest as pivotal 
cases came before it. 

The above record on the first twenty-three Com- 
munist cases demonstrates with great force how well 
the legal road blocks of our Constitution had been 
anticipated by the New Deal master-planners, 

A study of New Deal history leaves no room for 
wonder that Communism never has been fully exposed 
in these United States. Yet, how many Americans 
realize that two justices of the Supreme Court voted 
for the Communist interest at bar in more than 90 
per cent of the cases presented before 1953, and that a 
third justice voted for the Communist interest in two 
out of every three cases presented ? 

What should be the ultimate fate of the national 
political party which created this situation in the 
Supreme Court of the United States?

Jewish Nationalism, which presents vividly the con- 
fliet between Zionism, the international political pro- 
gram, and Judaism, the ancient religion. In the words 
of Rabbi Berger: 


“The issues of this debate involve vital questions 
of U. 8. foreign policy in the Middle East and the 
structure of American society. The outcome of the 
debate will largely determine public opinion about 
the role Jews want in American life.” 


Rabbi Berger speaks for the Council for Judaism, 
which contends that the ancient Jewish religion is 
much broader than Zionist nationalism in Israel, 

Everywhere in the world Zionism, since 1897, has 
driven a deep cleavage in the Jewish community, for 
many Jews “believe themselves to be and, in fact, are 
nationals of the country of their citizenship.” For 
these people, active allegiance to Zionism must, in some 
measure, dilute their devotion to the country in which 
they live as citizens. 

Rabbi Berger begins with the proposition that Juda- 
ism is religion and not political. American Jews, he 
insists, are individual Americans, and not part of a 
world-wide Jewish nation. 

Active, militant Zionists represent only about 500,- 
000 of the United States’ 5,500,000 Jews, says Rabbi 
Berger. 

“Anti-Zionist Jews simply say Jews are not a min- 
ority nationality. Judaism is a religion which re- 
quires no separatist cultural practices in the secular 
life of the United States. .. . Zionism is really trying 
to impose a ‘one-party’ method upon American Jews 
for expressing opinions on public affairs, for the prac- 
tice of Judaism, and for implementing, through char- 
ity, the virtues of ‘mercy and compassion’.” 

There is much complex international history in the 
Israel story, which Rabbi Berger documents faith- 
fully. 

“But for the anti-Zionist American Jews the State 
of Israel is a foreign state precisely as it is for Amer- 
icans of all other faiths. It is the homeland only of 
its own citizens. American Jews who reject Zionism 
do not possess—and do not wish to possess—any na- 
tional rights or obligations in common with the cit- 
izens of Israel. They help and wish to continue to 
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help—their co-religionists in need in Israel, or any- 
where else. . . . 

“The Council rejects the thesis that all people of 
Jewish faith, by virtue of being Jews, hold a common 
‘Jewish’ nationality over and above legal and technical 
citizenship in the many countries in which they live. 
This rejection includes the Zionist conception of Israel 
as the ‘national state’ or ‘homeland’ of all Jews.” 

Such a work of temporate scholarship in the delicate 
field of religious definition is indeed a distinguished 
public service. 


INFLATED OrGanizep labor in the U. 8. refuses to 
face the fact that wages can rise only 
LABOR in step with increased production. When 
buying power expands faster than pro- 
duction, every dollar buys less and less, for there are 
then more dollars competing for the same amount of 
goods. 

Today the purchasing power of the U. S. dollar is 
only 42.9 cents, as compared with 1939. In eighteen 
years the purcasing power of the dollar has been re- 
duced by 57.1 cents. But our professional labor lead- 
ers cling blindly to the fiction that wages can go up 
forever, regardless of increased production.

Robert C. Tyson, chairman of the finance committee 
of the U. 8S. Steel Corporation, recently traced the 
history of New Deal inflation in an address before the 
National Industrial Conference Board. 

“In war or peace, in boom or recession, under tight- 
ening money or easing money, whether unemployment 
be 3 per cent as recently, or 17 per cent as in 1939— 
the wage inflation inexorably marches onward and up- 
ward,” Mr. Tyson said, “If, for example, one looks at 
the record since the late 1930’s of U. S. Steel’s hourly 
employment costs rising ever upward in compound 
interest fashion, he would be hard put to tell from it 
when we entered World War II, when that war ended, 
when we fought Korea, when we stopped fighting, when 
business was good, when it was not so good, when the 
money supply was expanding or when it was not, when 
population growth slowed down or when it speeded 
up.” 

But the general public is now alive to the fact that 
labor has been consistently demanding more and more 
wages and more and more social benefits, without re- 
gard to increased production. 

To head off this rising public indignation and re- 
sentment, some labor leaders recently have turned 
their public relations machinery loose against corpora- 
tion profits. What are the facts? 

Aggregate dollar profits of all U. 8. corporations 
in 1956 were no greater than in 1950. But over those 
six years total annaal compensation to employees as 
wages and social security benefits increased by $80- 
billion ! 

Measured in physical volume of production, 1956 
was the greatest year in U. S. history. Despite this 
greater volume of production, total profits remained 
at the 1950 level, while total compensation to em- 
ployees was 50 per cent higher than 1950!

LAFAYETTE'S 
HEROIC SERVICE 


A Youth of 19, Lafayette Resigned His Commis- 
sion in the French Army to Throw His Lot With 
the American Revolution

SEPTEMBER 6, 1957 is the 200th natal anniversary 

of Marie Joseph Paul Yvis Roch Gilbert du Motier, 
Marquis de Lafayette—the man who contributed most 
toward making France the first ally of the United 
States. And according to Andre Maurois, the French 
novelist and biographer: “Without Lafayette and 
France there would never been a United States; with- 
out the United States there could no longer be a free 
France today.” 

Lafayette was born in the Chateau of Chavaniac, 
located between Brionde and Le Puy, in Auvergne, 
France. His mother was Marie Louise Julia de la 
Riviere. His father was Michel Louis Christopher Roch 
Gilbert du Motier, Marquis de Lafayette, and colonel 
in the French grendiers. Both his mother and father 
were of the noblest and richest families of France. 

Two years after his birth, on August 1, 1759, his 
father was killed in the Battle of Minden. And on 
April 3, 1770, his mother died, leaving him an orphan 
at the age of 18. The next year he became a member of 
the Kings’ Bodyguard of Black Musketeers. And at the 
age of 16 he was made a lieutenant in Noailles’s Dra- 
goons. Shortly after, on April 11, 1774, he married 
Marie Adrienne Francoise d’Ayen-Noailles. And within 
a few months he was promoted to the rank of captain 
and stationed at Metz. 

At Metz the young Marquis attended a dinner given 
by Comte de Broglie in honor of the Duke of Gloucester, 
brother of George III of England. At the dinner the 
Duke spoke freely and sympathetically for the Ameri- 
ean colonists. This fired the imagination and 
enthusiasm of Lafayette. 

He reasoned that if he could help the American 
colonists he would be contributing something toward 
avenging the defeat of France in the Seven Years War 
as well as doing his bit for the freedom of man. 

At first he concealed his plans to aid the American 
colonists in their struggle for freedom; but, he did con- 
fide in Comte de Broglie. The Comte at first went 
through the motions of trying to dissuade him. At last, 
however, the Comte introduced Lafayette to “Baron” 
Johann de Kalb, whom Silas Deane, the American 
Agent in France, had engaged as a major general for 
the Continental Army. 

After Lafayette resigned from the French Army on 
June 11, 1776, he entered into an agreement with Silas 
Deane to go to America with de Kalb and others to 
take up arms for the cause of the American colonists. 

This, however, was not easy. Upon learning of 
Lafayette’s intentions, his family, and Louis XVI, were 
against the venture, because they feared for his life; 
and because, they felt that he might involve France in 
a war with Great Britain. 


In spite of this opposition, Lafayette secretly bought 
at Bordeaux the ship La Victorie. And before long 
the ship slipped out of Bordeaux for Los Passajes, 
Spain, where, in disguise, Lafayette boarded the La 
Victorie with a letter from Silas Deane promising a 
commission of major general in the Continental Army, 
even though he was not quite 20 years of age. 

On April 20, 1777 the La Victorie set sail from Los 
Passajes for Charleston, 8S. C., with de Kalb, about 
thirty French infantrymen, and Lafayette aboard. 

To prevent capture, or arrest, Lafayette’s ship did 
not put into any of the West Indian ports, but sailed 
directly for South Carolina. 

When the La Victorie arrived off Charleston it was 
observed that the port was blockaded by two British 
frigates. For this reason Lafayette, de Kalb and their 
party, on June 13, 1777, under cover of darkness, dis- 
embarked on North Island, and then proceeded by 
boats for fifteen miles to Georgetown, 8S. C. where about 
midnight they were received by Major Benjamin Huger, 
a wealthy plantation owner. 

A few days later Lafayette was given a warm recep- 
tion at Charleston. Here, he bought and presented as 
a gift $5000 worth of clothing, arms, and accouterment 
for General William Moultrie’s soldiers. This was the 
first of Lafayette’s total of $200,000 in gifts to the 
American cause. 

Upon reaching Philadelphia Lafayette was not 
warmly received. When he presented his letters to 
John Hancock, president of the Continental Congress, 
he was referred to see Robert Morris who turned him 
over to delegate James Lovell of Massachusetts to 
whom he had been introduced on the street outside the 
Hall of Independence. 

Lovell did not waste much time with Lafayette. He 
dismissed the Marquis by making the observation that 
“French officers have a great fancy to enter our serv- 
ices without being invited.” 

Chevalier du Buysson, who accompanied Lafayette, 
reports this incident: he talked with us in the street, 
where he left us, after having treated us, in excellent 
French, like a set of adventurers. 

This cool reception was partly due to the feelings of 
some of the Colonists. In a letter to Congress, General 
Washington expressed the situation in this manner: 
“Our officers who have raised their men, and who have 
served through the war upon pay that has hitherto not 
borne their expenses, would be disgusted if foreigners 
were put over their heads.” 

Lafayette, who was hurt and puzzled by the recep- 
tion he received from Hancock, Morris and Lovell, had 
no desire to return to France without an opportunity 
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to help in the American cause. For that reason he 
wrote a letter to Congress with this appeal: “After 
the sacrifices I have made in this cause, I have the 
right to ask two favors at your hands: The one is, 
to serve without pay, at my .own expense, and the 
other, that I be allowed to serve at first as a volun- 
teer.” 

This plea brought results. He was invited to call on 
Congress. And on July 31, 1777, Congress accepted 
his offer declaring in consideration of his zeal, illu- 
strous family and connections, he be given the rank 
and commission of major general of the United 
States.” 

As might be expected, Lafayette’s escape through 
Spain and his receiving a commission of major gen- 
eral in America created quite a stir in France. La- 
fayette became a symbol of France’s interest in the 
American Revolution. 

The next day after receiving his commission 
Lafayette met General Washington at a dinner in 
Philadelphia. Washington must have been highly im- 
pressed by Lafayette, for he invited him to live with 
him at his headquarters as a volunteer on his staff. 

Six weeks later, September 11, 1777 Lafayette was 
wounded in the Battle of Brandywine. This un- 
fortunate experience proved to be a bit of good luck 
for the Marquis, for it lifted him in the eyes of his 
American comrades, 

A few weeks later, he rejoined Washington. And 
shorty afterward successfully led a skirmishing party 
against the Hessians at Gloucester. 

Because of this success, his personal qualities, and 
partly for international political reasons, on Decem- 
ber 1, 1777, Congress placed Lafayette in command 
of a division of Virginia light troops with full author- 
ity as a major general. 

In January 1778, he was temporarily detached from 
his Virginia command to head a fantastic campaign 
to capture Canada with a handful of men in the dead 
of winter. 

Chagrinned and disappointed Lafayette returned to 
Valley Forge in April 1778. In May he commanded 
a “masterly” retreat from Barren Hill; and, the next 
month he gave a good account of himself in the Battle 
of Monmouth. 

Four months later, October 1778, Congress granted 
to Lafayette a furlough to return to France, At the 
same time it presented him with a sword and a letter 
to Louis XVI which highly praised the military abil- 
ity of the Marquis, then just past his 21st birthday! 

Upon his arrival in France, Lafayette was treated 
like a hero and as the living symbol of France’s popu- 
lar support of the American fight for freedom. 

When he returned to America on April 28, 1780, he 
was given a triumphal welcome at Boston. And 
shortly after he was again in command of the Vir- 
ginia light troops; and with this outfit he served until 
Cornwallis capitulated at Yorktown. 

In December 17/81, Lafayette again returned to 
France where he aided the American agents in obtain- 
ing supplies and a loan. 

After the final victory, Lafayette, in 1784, came to 
the United States for a six months visit, which was 
crowded with affectionate welcomes from Boston to 
Mount Vernon. During this visit the state of Mary- 
land made Lafayette and his descendants forever citi- 
zens of Maryland. 

Upon his return to France he continued as a loyal 
friend of the United States. With Jefferson, he ren-

dered valuable services in readjusting the American 
frontiers with Spain. He sought a French market for 
New England fishery products. It was Lafayette who 
strongly urged the French Government to postpone 
the first payments due on America’s debt to France, 
in order that the young Republic might stabilize its 
finances. 

When Lafayette lost most of his wealth during the 
French Revolution, Congress voted to pay him $24,424 
for his services as a major general during the Ameri- 
can Revolution. And in 1803 Congress granted to him 
11,520 acres of land in Louisiana. 

At the age of 67, in 1824, Lafayette made his fourth 
and last trip to the United States. From his arrival 
on August 15, 1824, to his departure on September 8, 
1825, “he provoked demonstrations of frenzied enthusi- 
asm without precedent or parallel in American his- 
tory.” Before he sailed from the United States, Con- 
gress made him a gift of $200,000 in cash and a grant 
of 23,000 acres of land in Florida. 

After his death on May 20, 1834 he was buried in 
Picpus Cemetery, Paris. The U. S. Congress declared 
a 30 day period of mourning; and earth from Bunker 
Hill was sent to Paris to cover his grave.

NLY three years ago all decent, Christian and free- 

dom-loving Americans were congratulating their 
fellow Americans of the Republic of Guatemala for 
being the first in all the world to throw out an esiab- 
lished Communist-atheistiec regime. Those of us in 
the Congress who were familiar with the deadliness 
of the Communist conspiracy and the deadly danger 
in which Communism in any of the Americas placed 
our own country, were, at that time, prayerfully 
thankful to Col. Carlos Castillo Armas, the anti- 
Communist patriot who, in the best and most heroic 
American tradition had just delivered his nation from 
the enslavement of the hated Communist regime of 
puppet President Jacobo Arbenz Guzman. 

Today, that same great Guatemalan hero, Co!. Carlos 
Castillo Armas, the American who became the first 
Christian in all the world to bring about the over- 
throw of an atheistic and Communistic government, is 
buried at Guatemala City, the victim of a viscious re- 
taliatory assassination by international Communism. 
The very impudence of these insolent and immoral 
Communists, these lackeys of Moscow, in daring to 
come into our great Christian America, there to wreck 
vengeance upon a hero of the Western Hemisphere, is, 
of itself, indicative of the monstrous nature of this in- 
ternational conspiracy and its complete indifference 
to the tenets of Christian morality or the opinions of 
decent men and women, 

I am sure that every one of my colleagues join in 
my righteous indignation about this despicable and 
defiant act of our Communist enemies in instituting a 
reign of terror in our hemisphere. Moscow is, in ef- 
fect, telling everyone in our Hemisphere that inter- 
ference with Communism is fatal. Everyone of us who 
had any part in lending aid and assistance to the mar- 
tyred President of Guatemala when he ousted the 
Communists in his native land three years ago, may 
look forward to the same treatment. Ambassador 
John Puerifoy, who played such a decisive part in the 
ousting of the Communist regime in Guatemala, met 
a violent death shortly thereafter in a traffic “acci- 
dent,” in the far reaches of Asia. Neither his transfer 
out of this Hemisphere nor the “accident” in which 
he died, have ever been satisfactorily explained. 

In connection with the death by Communistic assas- 
sination of the President of Guatemala, I hope that 
the lesson which it demonstrates so well will not be 
lost upon those to whom it should be most important. 
That lesson is simply this: The encouragement of 
political murder is not only immoral and offensive to 
decency, but it may also be contagious. 

The record of this House, as well as the history of 
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our time, will demonstrate only too well the activities 
of a small group of irresponsible, if not sinister, in- 
dividuals, who, acting in the name of “liberalism,” 
have traveled about our hemisphere, lending aid and 
comfort to the Communists, exiles and dissidents of 
the various nations of the Americas. 


These misguided malcontents profess themselves to 
be against all dictators and particularly the dictators 
of the Americas with whom we maintain friendly rela- 
tions. The definition which this group gives to the 
word “dictator” is such that it never applies to any 
government which is tolerant of atheistic Communism. 
It seems, however, that all governments of our hemis- 
phere, which are determinedly anti-Communist, are 
headed by dictators. Thus it has been that this small 
group of dupes have, in alliance with their Caribbean 
counterparts of like mind, brought about or, at least, 
loaned aid and comfort to those who have been respon- 
sible for the death, by assassination, of the late anti- 
Communist President of Nicaragua, Anastacio So- 
moza; plotted the assassination of anti-Communist 
President, Perez Jimenez, of Venezuela; brought about 
the overthrow of the anti-Communist Rojas regime in 
Colombia; brought about a state of near-political an- 
archy in Honduras—where General Rodrigues, one of 
the members of the ruling junta, was sent into exile 
only recently in the classical manner of junta rule— 
encouraged the complete collapse of the Government of 
Haiti, and assiduously backed the current Communist 
attempt to overthrow the Batista goverrment in Cuba. 

This group of irresponsible agitators have never 
found anything wrong with the government of the free 
and associated Commonwealt!: of Puerto Rico, from 
whence came the political assassins who attempted to 
execute the Members of this House on March 1, 1954; 
nor, have they ever found cause for criticism in the 
Government of Costa Rica, where the regime of the 
liberal Jose Figueres is no more than a puppet regime 
of the Communists of the Caribbean. 

Fortunately this determined band of irresponsibles 
have failed completely in their most determined as- 
sault on American freedom, That is their continuing 
attack upon the Government and the political leader, 
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Vice President Richard Nixon Visits With Late President 
Castillo Armas 
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who has always been the most anti-Communist in our 
hemisphere, the Government of the Dominican Repub- 
lic. That great nation, the most important bulwark 
guarding our southeastern sea frontier, has stood 
firm against their every attack, and in doing so has 
justly earned the gratitude of every decent Christian 
of all the Americas, This has been said before, by 
such outstanding Americans as our own majority floor 
leader, the gentleman from Massachusetts, John Mc- 
Cormack; but I reiterate it again. I am proud to 
acknowledge the debt we all owe to Generalissimo 
Trujillo. 

As monstrous as is the crime of the Communist 
assassination of Carlos Castillo Armas, and as great 
as has been the sacrifices of this great American anti- 
Communist of the Republic of Guatemala, perhaps his 
death and martydom will serve a useful purpose. Per- 
haps, even in death, Carlos Castillo Armas, who cer- 
tainly will rank in history alongside the great Amer- 
ican patriots such as George Washington, Bolivar, San 
Martin, Benito Juarez, and our other American pa- 
triots and martyrs of sacred memory, perhaps, even in 
death, this great but humble and unassuming Ameri- 
can will render but one more service to his fellow 
Americans in all the nations of our hemisphere, Per- 
haps his death by assassination will serve to shake our 
people out of their deadly complacency. Perhaps his 
death will serve to bring home to our people the hor- 
rible and continuing danger which atheistic Commun- 
ism presents to our traditional American freedoms, 
our American way of life, and our Christian religion. 

Perhaps his death will serve to bring together the 
peoples of all of the Americas, and to inculcate in 
them and strengthen their Christian determination 
that atheistic Communism shall be eradicated from 
our hemisphere. 


Perhaps his death may even serve to bring about a 
realization of the evilness of their activities by that 
little group of irresponsible men who, wittingly or un- 
wittingly, serve the cause of atheistic Communism in 
our hemisphere, that little group who, however inno- 
cent may be their motives, do, by their actions, en- 
courage political murder at the behest of Moscow. 

If so, Carlos Costillo Armas will not have died in 
vain. If so, the man who had already given so much 
for the peoples of the Americas, will have rendered 
one more service, perhaps his most vital service, to 
the people of the Americas. 

Carlos Castillo Armas, the big man from a small 
American nation, the man who defied all the might 
of international Communism, the man who demon- 
strated to the world that Communism is not invin- 
cible, would want it that way. 

The American Communist Party, the hemisphere- 
wide Americans for Democratic Action, the Luce pub- 
lications—Time and Life—that radio and television 
network which has become so expert in bringing Com- 
munists and fellow travelers, such an Nikita Khru- 
shchev, of Soviet Russia, and Fidel Castro, of Moscow 
and Cuba, into the homes of America, have concen- 
trated their vicious attacks upon such American pa- 
triots as Gen. Rafael Trujillo, of the Dominican 
Republic.

Pressure Organizations by Orientating Groups 
Sway Our Government and Congress Into Ac- 
tions Detrimental to American Interests

N THE United States, where the power of public 

opinion can block the entry of an alien revolutionist, 
many political schemers are trying to alter public 
opinion to favor revolutionary ideology and one- 
worldism. 

The Foreign Policy Association, a self-styled edu- 
cational agency in the field of foreign affairs since 
1918, apparently is trying to fill the gap left by the 
Instituie of Pacific Relations, which has been listed 
by a Senate Committee as a subversive organization. 
In the past, activities of the IPR and FPA have over- 
lapped to such an extent that their officials once dis- 
cussed merging. Recent developments suggest that 
certain of the old IPR-FPA forces are attempting to 
dictate American foreign policy in 1957. 

Back in 1942, FPA was trotting in the shadow of 
IPR at “post-war planning” discussions which were 
taking shape during the initial phases of World War 
Il. The name of FPA’s editor and research director, 
Vera Micheles Dean, was mentioned as a participant 
in a Board of Economic Welfare meeting along with 
now deceased traitor Harry Dexter White, assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in the New Deal, Esther 
Brunauer, an Alger Hiss co-worker in the UNESCO 
preparatory conferences, and Maxwell 8. Stewart, also 
of Public Affairs Committee, defender’ of Moscow pur- 
ges in 1938, and formerly active in many pro-Soviet 
and Communist fronts. 

At the time of the United Nations Conference at 
San Francisco, in April 1945, the Department of State 
was discouraging the presence of informal observers 
from a multitude of American organizations, yet the 
IPR was honored with a reserved ringside seat. 
Immediately, FPA petitioned the IPR to arrange for 
office space so that Vera Micheles Dean could be pres- 
ent at the UN proceedings. 

Mrs. Dean was guest lecturer at the New School 
for Social Research which offered a course shaped by 
Socialists and pro-Communists: the course was 
“planned to help Americans understand the world- 
shaking events in Asia.” Other lecturers included 
Owen Lattimore, and William Holland. Chairman of 
the NSSR course was Edward C. Carter, and in al- 
most every case, the people on his staff at the “New 
School” were people who had been named in the U. 8. 
Senate Hearings on IPR, Carter was secretary-gen- 
eral of the IPR, at the time. 

Further mingling its personnel with IPR’s covey of 
leftists, FPA retained as its Far Eastern Research 
Associate in 1939, a careerist from Columbia Uni- 
versity, Lawrence K. Rosinger. Rockefeller Founda- 


tion was contributing to this man’s study and train- 


ing at the IPR. Rosinger was identified as an active 
pro-Communist in 1940, but took the Fifth Amend- 
ment when questioned by a Senate Committee. 

Next, the FPA took Rosinger off part-time employ- 
ment and put him on its payroll from 1942 to 1948 
to engage in “research, writing, and lecturing.” Ros- 
inger writings during his Fl’A years were delivered 
to government officials abroad, and received high 
praise from the Communist publications. The FPA 
also was publishing and distributing its materials to 
American schools and colleges, as it still is, today. 
FPA further rewarded Rosinger by sending him to 
China in 1946. 

By 1949, this FPA protege was hobnobbing with 
Owen Lattimore and collaborating in State Depart- 
ment conferences on policy-making. These policy- 
shaping activities of Rosinger underwent scrutiny 
during the Senate Hearings on IPR in 1952; and 
in 1953, Rosinger was asked to testify during an in- 
vestigation of the State Department’s Information 
Centers. 

Rosinger took the Fifth Amendment in regard to 
his alleged associations with William Marx Mandell, 
another Fifth Amendment witness, Julian Friedman, 
Alger Hiss, Editor Maxwell 8. Stewart, and Mao Tse- 
tung, the present-day leader of the Chinese Com- 
munists. Rosinger also took the Fifth Amendment 
when asked if he upheld the right to advocate over- 
throw of the U. S. Government by force and violence. 

FPA’s interest in China included the appearance 
of John Carter Vincent, State Department specialist 
in Far Eastern affairs, before one of its forums in New 
York City in the crucial year of 1945. Vincent urged 
that China be used as a bridge in the relations of the 
U. 8. with the Soviet Union, and in sly “directivese,” 
held that the Chinese nationalist government could 
expect no help from the United States if China op- 
posed the Communists. 


American School Bell 


When school opens this month the U. S. will 
carry the heaviest enrollment in all human his- 
tory. Never, at any time, in any country, has 
so great a percentage of the total population 
been in full-time school. At all levels of edu- 
cation, exactly 25 per cent of our people now 
are in school, the U. S. Office of Education 
reports. 

Elementary and secondary schools enroll 
39,094,000 pupils—1,563,000 more than last 
year. This is a figure that takes in both pub- 
lic and nonpublic schools, and Federal schools 
for Indians. 

For institutions of higher education the rise 
will be even greater, proportionately. Together, 
public and private institutions are expected to 
enroll 3,450,000 in the regular session of 1957- 
58—an increase of 200,000 over 1956. 

No other way of life ever has advanced gen- 
eral education to today’s level throughout 
America. When Freedom’s school bell rings, 
every citizen has an equal opportunity to an- 
swer. 

Let’s keep America free, strong, and God- 
fearing, so education may prosper for all gen- | 
erations to come. 
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Vincent’s communications, written directives, and 
speeches of his career appear to be a curious skill in 
making language contain two messages, one overt and 
false, the other hidden and beamed to the Com- 
munists, their agents, and dupes. Other manipulators 
of language since have learned the shifty skill, aptly 
described as Aesopian. This language gives one im- 
pression to the outsider, and quite another to insiders. 
Such double talk in discussion-group materials used 
in adult education still is doing much to trick and 
divert persons into giving aid and comfort to the 
Communist conspiracy. 

As a director of the Office of Far Eastern Affairs, 
Department of State, and Chairman, Far Eastern 
Subcommittee, States, War, Navy Coordinating Com- 
mittee, John Carter Vincent, exercising the Aesopian 
skill during an NBC broadcast in 1945, served notice 
on the Japanese people that the Communists would be 
permitted to use force to gain their ends, and that the 
CU. S. Government would not defend the Japanese 
nationalist government. This, of course, was contrary 
to approved American foreign policy. 

Vincent was a paradox in actions, as well. He don- 
ated to the defense fund of John Stewart Service, one 
of the persons involved in the removal of government 
documents from Vincent’s own files in the State de- 
partment, for transmittal to Amerasia, the pro-Com- 
munist IPR magazine which was so influential in 
shaping U. 8. policy favorable to Chinese Communists. 
Service was fired. Vincent was called up for Con- 
gressional questioning and the odd couple rocketed to 
notoriety as two of the “four Johns” in the State De- 
partment who were leaders in shaping official policy. 
The others were John Paton Davies, who has since 
been dismissed from the Department, and John K. 
Emmerson, who now is eligible for retirement. 

During League of Nations days, FPA was an eager 
propagandist for that body. Today, FPA’s affections 
are transferred to the United Nations. FPA’s current 
project is operating through channels of adult educa- 
tion, and has seized upon the “discussion” method as 
its means of orientation. FPA materials are titled, 
Decisions . . . 1957, and are being distributed nation- 
ally. 

In the FPA Bulletin No, 121, dated January-Febru- 
ary, 1957, the introduction is written by Vera Micheles 
Dean, plugging hard for the United Nations and its 
one-world apparatus. In addition to this spearhead, 
FPA’s Decisions are presented to students through 
nine weekly discussion sheets. 

Text of these sheets exhibit the nimble world jug- 
gling, question-phrasing, and verbal countermanding 
by which career directive writers ply their subtle 
trade. 

FPA Decisions promote the Uniied Nations through- 
out, presenting the usual one-sided story of blind 
international stumbling, and ignoring the UN’s double 
standard of morality, abuse of veto by the Soviet 
Union, and the mockery of yoking free nations with 
enslaved Red satellites within the structure of the UN. 

Current FPA activities provoke the question as to 
how many present FPA associates are former work- 
ers in the IPR, or writers formerly implicated in the 
earlier scandals of the Voice of America and the pro- 
Communist magazine, Amerasia? Some FPA _ per- 
sonnel figured in both operations. 

FPA writers whose works have been published in 
pro-Communist Amerasia include T. A, Bisson, re- 
ferred to in a Senate committee hearing as having 
been charged with being an espionage agent; 
Lawrence K. Rosinger; William L. Holland, who was 
an officer of the pro-Communist China Aid Council, 
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The Welfare State 


“Our survey shows that throughout the ani- 
mal kingdom, during human history as recorded

and IPR secretary-general associated with pro-Com- 
munist Philip Jaffe, Amerasia editor; Frederick Field, 


and others. Other FPA-Amerasia writers are Harold 
M. Vinacke and Rupert Emerson, Harvard pofessor 
and former IPR participant, whose by-line appears in 
FPA’s Decisions issue of January-February, 1957. 

In contributing to Amerasia, source of today’s FPA 
associates rubbed dialectic shoulders with authors 
such as Edward C. Carter, affiliate of the pro-Com- 
munist American Russian Institute; Arthur G. Coons, 
president of Occidental College in Los Angeles and 
former IPR official; John K. Fairbanks, Owen Latti- 
more, Edgar Stone, Agnes Smedley, Anna Louise 
Strong, Ruth Benedict and others of IPR allegedly 
implicated in triumph of Communism in China; also 
Maxwell 8S. Stewart, former editor of The Nation, who 
was kept busy resigning from Communist fronts as 
fast as they were exposed by the U. 8. government. 

Also listed as an Amerasia contributor was a Ca- 
nadian official, E. Herbert Norman, whose recent 
suicide in Cairo, made the international headlines. 

John Carter Vincent, now being described as a 
“former career diplomat,” appeared as main speaker 
on a radio broadcast featuring an FPA Decision as 
recently as February, 1957. 

Suggested reading lists compiled by FPA contain 
several titles authored by pro-Communists. The Com- 
munist “line” of 1943, namely, that Chinese Com- 
munists were “agrarian reformers,” was given wide 
circulation through FPA publication. 

FPA also collaborated with the American Council 
on Education in supplying counsel and FPA titles in 
selecting resource packets for high-school teachers. 
The packets were distributed jointly by FPA, IRP, 
Survey Associates, Inc., World Peace Foundation, and

BIRTHDAY OF 
THE REPUBLIC 


Fourteen Troubled Years Marked the Birth of the 
United States as a Constitutional Republic. 
The Background of Constitution Day

Six YEARS of confusion and discouragement fol- 

lowed the winning of American independence, with 
the surrender of General Cornwallis, at Yorktown, on 
October 19, 1781. Leaders of the Revolution were 
making a desperate effort to negotiate a peace treaty, 
hold the wobbly Continental Congress together, and 
to keep the several States from fighting each other. 
Many times during this critical period, Washington 
stated that he held less hope than at Valley Forge, 
yet he kept the faith and never ceased in his effort, 
with other patriotic leaders, to form the independent 
States into a Federal Union. 

At times, the prospects were none too bright. The 
different States had grown up as individual units, 
divided by religious beliefs, customs, economic in- 
terests and commercial rivalries. They must be 
brought together in a unified objective if the war for 
independence were to be won; it would mean little 
to win the war only to establish a government which 
deprived individuals of true freedom and indepen- 
dence. 

Many prominent citizens, land-holders, bankers, 
wealthy merchants and speculators, unmindful of the 
underlying causes of the American Revolution, were 
secretly looking forward to a day when America 
should establish a monarchy, independent of Europe, 
yet following Old World traditions and designs. 
Others were seeking to set up a democracy, forgetting 
that through the centuries such attempts had led to 
tyranny and rebellion, for a democacy means rule by 
the masses, and mass rule ultimately ends in mob rule. 
With true patriots of the struggling States, individual 
freedom was the battle cry; wise leaders sought to set 
up a Republic, with laws made and administered by 
representatives selected by the people to protect the 
interests of all the people, yet insure that the govern- 
ment should never infringe on the rights of the people. 

With the signing of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, British governors were driven out, and pro- 
vincial congresses set up as emergency legislatures. 
Even before July 4, 1776, Congress advised the colon- 
ies to form such local governments as were best suited 
to the needs of their people. As early as 1775, written 
constitutions were adopted. 

Thus, a crude governmental framework paved the 
way for the States to adopt a more suitable Federal 
union. The War of the Revolution had been brought 
to a successful conclusion by Congress without a con- 
stitution, with its powers neither limited nor defined, 
depending upon the good will of the States, whose co- 
operation was not always hearty. In face of immense 
difficulties and discouragements, of complaint and 
procrastination, the revolutionary statesmen were able 
to establish independence and lay the foundation of 


a nation. The result was due to the sense of mutual 


dependence and the genius of patriotism, rather than 
to forms of law. 


Although peace was ratified on September 3, 1783, 
and the new country was ready for its Federal con- 
stitution, the duties of the independent governments 
began earlier. The Articles of Confederation were 
completed after eighteen months’ deliberation, Novem- 
ber 15, 1777, and three years passed before the last 
State gave its acceptance, on March 1, 1781. It was 
a feeble instrument, leaving almost all power in the 
hands of the States and practically all had ratified 
the articles at once. The problem which held back 
New Jersey, Delaware and Maryland had a vital part 
in the future of the nation. That was the right to 
hold lands outside their territory, and not until a 
compromise resolution of Congress in 1780; that “The 
unappropriated lands which may be ceded to . . . the 
United States shall be disposed of for the common 
benefit of the United States, and settled and formed 
into distinct republican States, which shall become 
members of the Federal union,” was the way made 
clear for establishment of a Federal union. 


Soon the leaders discovered that the Confederation 
was not what the new nation needed. Congress, as 
before, was a single house of ambassadors, with one 
vote for each State; there was no executive head, 
with Congress limited to a recommending body with 
power to carry out only such projects as a majority 
of the States consented. There was no authority over 
individuals, no guarantee of their freedom or inde- 
pendence; Congress could not collect taxes or sup- 
port armies; could only raise revenue by requisition 
upon the States, with no power to enforce its requests. 
States regulated both foreign and interstate commerce. 
Nearly all authority was vested in the States, and it 
required the vote of nine out of thirteen States to 
pass a law. 

The 3,500,000 citizens of the States were burdened 
with a war debt of $36,000,000, with no resources. 
Upon requisition by Congress, the States had paid 
only $6,000,000, one State nothing whatever. 

Unless they soon established a government capable 
of raising taxes and paying debts, it was feared the 
French government, to whom the new nation owed 
the debt, would move in its armies of occupation to 
collect, and ultimately take over the new nation. To 
the trust and confidence of the French, Americans 
are eternally indebted. 

The period of 1783 to 1789 has been termed the 
“eritical period” in the United States history. All 
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were aware of the feebleness of the Articles of Con- 
federation to render the national cohesion needed, and 
prominent citizens demanded a stronger national gov- 
ernment. These six years added to the eight years of 
war gave the final test to the “league of friendship” 
system, and pointed the way through hard experience 
to a more effective form of union. 


As general dissatisfaction increased, the suggestion 
was heard that a convention of the States be held to 
form a new plan of government. Congress was in- 
capable of the task, since it required the vote of a 
majority of the States. Local prejudice had already 
shown it impossible to reach agreement, and perhaps 
a convention would have a better chance of success. 
The call came by an indirect reute. Maryland and 
Virginia had appointed commissioners to adjust be- 
tween them the navigation of the Potomac River, and 
they met in 1785 at Washington’s mansion, at Mt. 
Vernon. In their report they recommended that a 
general convention be called to establish relations for 
the commerce and navigation of the entire United 
States. 


The meeting convened at Annapolis in 1786, with 
but five States represented. The delegates took no 
action, save to recommend a new convention be held 
in May 1787, at Philadelphia. Congress approved 
this action, and twelve States sent representatives, 
Rhode Island alone not represented. The Philadelphia 
convention was a notable body of the leaders of the 
new country. 


Among the delegates were George Washington, 
James Madison, Edmund Randolph, George Mason, 
and George Wythe from Virginia; Benjamin Franklin, 
Robert Morris, Gouverneaur Morris, and James Wil- 
son from Pennsylvania; Roger Sherman and Oliver 
Ellsworth from Connecticut; John Rutledge, Charles 
Cotesworth Pinckney, and Charles Pinckney from 
South Carolina, and from New York, the greatest fig- 
ure was Alexander Hamilton. The fifty-five delegates 
came almost entirely from the educated and responsi- 
ble classes, were experienced in law an government, 
and were moderate rather than radical in their views. 
Washington was president of the convention. 


This was a distinguished assembly that met to frame 
a constitution for the American Republic. They were 
the picked men of the land, of whom the nation was 
justly proud, Franklin, in his 80th year, was the 
Nestor of the assembly, covered with honors from 
home and abroad for his science and his political ex- 
perience and sagacity, who had received more atten- 
tion in France than any American; one of the great 
savants of the era, dignified, affable, courteous, a man 
everybody admired and honored. Washington, the 
Ulysses of the war, brave in battle and wise in council, 
of transcendent dignity of character, whose influence 
was patriarchal, the personification of moral great- 
ness, to be revered, one honored through all ages. 
Adams, Jefferson, and Jay, three very great lights, 
were absent on missions to Europe; but Rufus King, 
Roger Sherman, Oliver Ellsworth, Livingston, Dick- 
inson, Rutledge, Randolph, Madison, Pinckney, were 
all men of great ability and reputation, independent 
in their views, all disposed to unite in the common 
good. 


Some had been delegates to the Stamp Act Congress 
of 1765; some, members of the Continental Congress of 
1774; some, signers of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. There were no political partisans then, for 
the division lines of political parties were not then 
drawn. All were animated with the desire of concil- 
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iation and union. Some were democratic, and some 
were aristocratic, but all were united in maintaining 
the independence of the country and in distrust of 
both democracies and monarchies. 

The man who rendered transcendent services to the 
convention in a great crisis, was Alexander Hamilton, 
of New York. All through the war he had contributed 
valuable guidance and advice. His hand is shown in 
the distinctive features of the Constitution, especially 
the sound financial structure which eventually extri- 
cated a bankrupt nation from poverty and moved it 
to great prosperity. 

With the State constitutions as a guide, the con- 
vention attempted to write an over all constitution 
that would combine them into a cooperative Federa- 
tion, designed to work on the principles of individual 
freedom, liberty and law. Men were to run their own 
affairs. Each person was to have equal power, so that 
he would be free to struggle for his own self-interest 
in arriving at a satisfactory balance in his relation- 
ships with other men. The problem was as old as his- 
tory, and until then, no one had discovered the answer. 
The Greeks had been unable to solve it. The Romans 
had been unable to solve it. Elsewhere, various ex- 
periments had been tried and had failed. It is doubt- 
ful if in the entire history of mankind so unusual a 
group had ever come together for so important a pur- 
pose. 

It was agreed, with Hamilton, that the only way 
to guarantee the freedom and independence men 
wanted was to reduce the power of government to a 
minimum. In the new American Republic no top of- 
ficial would ever be permitted to act without legal 
restraint and limits upon his authority. The func- 
tions of government would be cut into three parts: 

One part, the Congress, should be elected to think 
and decide. 

Another part, the President, or Chief Executive, 
should be responsible for getting the work done. 

A third part, the Supreme Court, was to serve as 
judge or referee. 

Over these three parts was set a written statement 
of political principles, to be the strongest check on 
them all. It should be a government by law, with 
clearly defined rules of operation, instead of govern- 
ment by whim. The Constitution was to serve as an 
impersonal restraint upon the fallible human beings 
comprising the nation, who should be allowed to use

(Few Americans have contributed more to the exposure 
of world-wrecking Communism in the United States than 
Senator William E. Jenner, of’ Indiana. As senior Repub- 
lican Member of the Subcommittee on Internal Security 
(of the Judiciary Committee), Senator Jenner has had 
opportunity to see the innermost workings of the Com- 
munist conspiracy in our government, in labor, in educa- 
tion, and, more recently in the Federal judiciary. These 
observations, presented recently before the Sigma Delta 
Chi journalistic fraternity, Indianapolis, reflect a deep- 
rooted patriotic devotion.) 


NLY the other day I asked myself why I go on 

fighting Communism. Why don’t I pack my 
things, move into my house in Bedford and just go 
fishing? 

But that day I was feeling a little low. The Sen- 
ate had been in session for more than 12 hours, and 
I had just weathered an operation. 

I’ll tell you why I go on fighting, and why I will 
continue to fight as long as I am able to. 

Because Communism is a conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government of the United States. 

Its methods and techniques may change. 
pose will not. 

The Internal Security Subcommittee, of which I am 
a member, is responsible for knowing and ferreting 
out the many diverse ways in which the Communists 
work. 

As long as the Communist conspiracy exists—and 
that means as long as Communism exists—my purpose 
will not change. 

The recent Supreme Court decisions make our com- 
mittee’s work more difficult. 

The net result of the Jencks case is that no one can 
be prosecuted under the Smith Act, or under any 
other statute, unless the FBI is willing to turn over 
to the defendant’s lawyers all reports which the FBI 
has received from witnesses the Government plans to 
use against him at the trial. 

Before that, it was left to the judge to look at the 
documents and decide whether they should be given 
to the defense. 

The Communists scored in that decision. They can 
ask for anything in the FBI files touching their cases. 
[New legislation could repair this damage quickly.] 

In the Yates case, the Supreme Court reached the 
remarkable conclusion that the Smith Act prohibits 
advocacy of forcible overthrow of the Government, if 
such advocacy is coupled with an “effort to instigate 
action to that end,” but that Congress did not intend 
to prohibit advocacy of forcible overthrow “as an ab- 
stract principle.” 

The net result of the Yates case is to cripple the 
Smith Act. That challenges all the convictions thus 
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far obtained under it, including Jack Hall and the 
other Hawaiian Reds. 


Victory No. 2 for the Communist. 
In the Watkins case, the court practically says that 
hereafter it is going to make a critical judgment as 
to whether any legislative purpose justifies the dis- 
closures sought and, if so, the importance of that in- 
formation to the Congress in furtherance of its legis- 
lative function. 

The court ruled the defendant would not have to 
testify about persons he knew as members of the 
Communist Party because the mandate setting up the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities is too 
broad and vague. 

Consequently, every Communist hereafter called be- 
fore the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
and perhaps by other congressional committees, will 
have the right to demand a detailed and lengthy jus- 
tification of the interrogation, perhaps of every ques- 
tion. 

The net effect of the Watkins decision is to gravely 
harrass and hobble the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. Fortunately, the mandate of the 
Internal Security Subcommittee is much less vulner- 
able to criticism by the court, though of course, only 
a very brave man would prophesy that it will not be 
attacked in its turn by the present court. 

In Sweezy v. the State of New Hampshire, also de- 
cided on June 17, 1957, the Supreme Court reversed 
the contempt conviction of a witness who refused 
(without pleasing the Fifth Amendment) to answer 
the questions of the Attorney General of New Hamp- 
shire. The attorney general was acting under the 
authority of a resolution of the New Hampshire Leg- 
islature authorizing him to investigate possible viola- 
tions of the New Hampshire subversive activities of 
1951. The court held that the investigative area as- 
signed to the attorney general was too broad, and 
that the legislature should have defined more precisely 
what matters it wanted investigated. The net effect of 
that decision is to cripple still further the power of 
the States to investigate subversive activity—a power 
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already greatly limited by last year’s decision in 
Pennsylvania vy. Nelson, which struck down the sedi- 
tion laws of no less than 42 States. 

In Service v. Dulles, also decided on June 17, 1957, 
the Supreme Court held that John Stewart Service had 
heen invalidly discharged from the Foreign Service by 
Dean Acheson in 1951. Despite the prevailing im- 
pression, the Court’s decision has nothing to do with 
Service's loyalty or suitability, and does not consti- 
tute a ruling that he is or was loyal or a sound secur- 
ity risk. The decision merely holds that Secretary of 
State Acheson blundered in discharging Service be- 
fore completing all the investigative steps. The case 
is, therefore, improtant to Service, but not especially 
to us. The Reds and their sympathizers naturally dis- 
terted it to mean that Service has been cleared by 
the Supreme Court on the issue of lovalty—which is 
nonsense. Yes, the Communists are doing fine. 

Think of the gains the Communists have made since 
that night in 1917 when Lenin arrived at St. Peters- 
burg’s Finland station to take Communism out of a 
book and bring it into the lives of men. 

Think of the gains the Communists have made since 
the end of World War II, when we vowed to plant the 
four freedoms and the ideals of the Atlantic Charter 
everywhere in the world. 

Think of China, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Rumania. Think of little Latvia, Lithuania, Albania. 

Then remember, the powerful, well financed, thor- 
oughly trained and artfully concealed Communist 
agents in government bureaus, embassies, foreign o!Ti- 
ces, intelligence headquarters, editorial sanctums and 
university faculties, not only in our own country but 
also in every one of the countries of our so-called 
allies. 

Three years ago, when I was chairman of the Sen- 
ate Subcommittee on Internal Security, we issued our 
now famous report Interlocking Subversion in Gov- 
ernment Departments. That was the report you will 
recall, which laid bare the design by which Commun- 
ists penetrated into the United States Government and 
helped each other to rise to command posts in that 
government, 

That was the report which described the members 
of the Red underground in these words: “They used 
each other’s names for reference on applications for 
Federal employment. They hired each other. They 
promoted each other. They raised each other’s sal- 
aries. They transferred each other from bureau to 
bureau, from department to department, from Con- 
gressional committee to Congressional committee, They 
assigned each other to international missions. They 
vouched for each other’s loyalty and protected each 
other when exposure threatened.” 

You will recall, I am sure, the impact those words 
had on thinking Americans. One paper wrote that it 
sold as fast as the Kinsey Report. People who were 
uncertain before, people who had doubted before, 
doubted no longer when they were shown the tunnels 
through which those Red moles had crawled into our 
Government. It became enormously important not 
only to the conspirators, themselves, but also to the 
many others who have a vested interest in conceal- 
ing their conspiracy, to obliterate the impression made 
by our report. 

That’s why I go on fighting. 

I don’t give up in any fight simply because it is 
going against me. Every American instinct recoils at 
the thought of quitting. America was not settled by 
quitters, it was not built by quitters, and it will not 
be saved by quitters,

other accomplice of Abel, but this one acting as an 
undercover agent for the FBI, states, that to his 
knowledge Col. Abel had previously spent “hundreds 
of thousands of dollars” in his espionage activity in 
the U.S.A. He operated from a lonely apartment 
hotel in New York, posing as an “artist.” 


But the big and surprising news breaking since the 
NATIONAL Repustic story last month, is now being laid 
bare in this column. It will be recalled that Harry 
Dexter White, Assistant Secretary of the U. 8. Treas- 
ury exported American money printing plates to Rus- 
sia, the special patented ink and paper on which our 
iovernment prints American paper money, and with 
the approval of President Roosevelt, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and allegedly with the full knowledge of 
the now Governor of New York, Averill Harriman, 
then U. S. Ambassador to Russia, gave the Atheistic 
Communist Russians blanket permission to print and 
circulate all the American money they desired. Mil- 
lions of dollars, later redeemed by our Government 
and thusly by American taxpayers, was printed and 
circulated in Europe. So free was the handout of 
American money by the Reds in Europe, that Red 
soldiers did not hesitate to pay American soldiers with 
this money upwards of $1,000 for a carton of cigar- 
ettes, $10,000 for a $24.50 wrist watch, and $5,000 for 
a pair of nylons for their Russian-captive German girl 
friends. Any American would have been imprisoned 
for life for such illegal use of our money plates, Under 
law, only Congress has the authority to order the 
coinage of money and only prescribed United States 
mints and the Bureau of Engraving have authority to 
print or coin money, but no one has to this day been 
prosecuted for this treasonable act. 

But, if you think that American public officials 
were the only putty in the hands of the Red Rus- 
sians, you can take another guess. For it now devel- 
ops, according to word received by the NationaL Re- 
puBLIC from outside sources, that the Russian Reds 
also found soft heads among the public oficials of 
England and Canada, 


Russia Had Allied Money Plates 


The three countries not only were induced to fight 
Russia’s war which it had set off together with Hitler 
in the conquest of Europe, Asia and the Near East, but 
the three countries financed the Red’s war, supplied the 
Reds with the weapons they needed, and relief of all 
sorts, surrendered country after country to it at Yalta 
and Potsdam, and finally half of Korea, but England 
and Canada were also induced to surrender money 
plates to Russia for the free printing and circulation 
of their money throughout Europe.

ada, without a passport, having been forced to sur- 
render his passport to the U. 8S. State Department a 
year ago. 

The Kremlin propagandists claim that one hundred 
and sixty “American youth” attended the Moscow 
feat. Only forty-six officially registered with the 
American Embassy in Moscow. National ReEpusBiic 
accounts for one hundred five attending the Moscow 
affair, one the Kiev and forty-one the Red Chinese af- 
fair, the latter in open defiance of our State Depart- 
ment, which warned the so-called “youth,” that a state 
of “Quasi war” exists between the U.S.A. and Red 
China which still holds in hostage many Americans 
who they seized during the Korean war. 

Heretofore the Kremlin propaganda affair has been 
held in Iron Curtain countries, chiefly in Warsaw, It 
is an annual feat of the World Federation of Demo- 
cratic Youth, an international Communist vehicle, now 
headed by Bruno Bernini, Italian Communist. The 
American organizing committee for the affair was 
headed by Barbara Ann Perry, real name Perlman, of 
Chicago, a dancer. She operated out of the Chicago 
office of the National Council for American Soviet 
Friendship, a Red front. The East Coast committee 
was headed by Fred Hirsch, real name Fred Jerome, 
son of the Communist official, V. J. Jerome, just out 
of prison for violation of the Smith Sedition Act. 
Aiding him was Jake Rosen, who led the American 
section of “youth” in a parade in Moscow, dipping the 
American Flag in salute to the Kremlin murderers, 
Khrushchev and his “collective dictatorship” cabinet. 
Rosen is the individual who not only set out for 
China, but also stopped off to attend the Kiev Red 
youth affair. He is also of the City College of New 
York and co-chairman of the East Coast organizing 
committee for the festival. 

The West Coast organizing committee was headed 
by Linda Jencks, daughter of the union leader now 
under indictment for violation of the Taft-Hartley 
anti-Communist oath. Aiding her was Eleanor Shu- 
bin, whose father and mother are allegedly hooked up 
with the West Coast unit of the National Council for 
American Soviet Friendship. 


Ran Border To Go To Russia 


Arnold Spindler, who also carried an American 
Flag in the procession, is not said to have dipped it 
in salute to the dictators but allegedly did dip it 
slightly when he paused in the line of march to kiss a 
young Russian Communist female. Leroy Wolins of 
Chicago, secretary of the National Council of Amer- 
ican Soviet Friendship, was the individual who sneaked 
out to Moscow by the way of Montreal, Canada, vio- 
lating our laws. 

In line with the Nationat story (August, 
page 26), that among them would be at least one 
who would be looking Russia over for other than the 
carefully staged festivity, Stanley Ray Mumford of 
Walnut Creek, California, was arrested on several oc- 
casions for allegedly photographing Russian army in- 
stallations. Several others jibed the Russians over the 
Hungarian slaughter, the Korean war, the Red Chinese 
attitudes, over threats to Formosa, and over their 
false propaganda against the U.S.A, Some left when 
political issues became too hot. Of the Kremlin’s 
claimed 160, and the accounted for 105, many were not 
directly from the United States. Some were students 
from foreign colleges, some were offsprings of deported 
Reds. One, was a 48-year-old writer who was de- 
ported to England two years ago as a Communist. 
Among them were ministers, actors, lawyers, writers, 
architects, teachers and students.

The State Department attempted to discourage the 
entourage claiming that it was purely a Kremlin 
propaganda vehicle.

He also called for “legislation that would enable 
the Justice Department to prosecute any United 
States citizen who openly aims and abets any country 
with which we are technically at war.” 

Meantime the State Department has turned the 
cases over to the Department of Justice for study and 
any action it feels should be taken in the matter of 
such defiance as at least the forty-one committed.

demand as to be almost unobtainable, the new docu- 
ment will in time become in even greater demand, for 
only 1450 copies have been printed. 

In studying the new report, one gets the ilea that 
the recent Supreme Court decisions, wrecking much of 
the Federal and State government security laws, crip- 
pling Legislative inquiries into subversion, may have 
reflected the widely organized propaganda and agita- 
tional drives launched by the Communists and their 
fronters and others they may have duped, for as one 
leading Justice stated during the New Deal days, 
there are two Constitutions by which courts are 
guided, one the written Constitution, the other the 
mass demands of the people for a change. 

While at this writing, it would appear that the ef- 
fort by organized pressure groups to weaken the Taft- 
Hartley Act, the McCarran-Walter Immigration and 
Naturalization Act, the Smith Act, the McCarran Na- 
tional Security Act and Government security regula- 
tions under Presidential orders, have fallen short of 
the subversives’ goal, the Acts and regulations have 
only been saved by compromises from the Conserva- 
tives.

A story of espionage that may surpass all previous 
spy thrillers, real or fictional, developed in recent 
weeks with a new series of sensational disclosures of 
Communist intrigue and espionage in the United 
States.

Conspired for Russia—Imprisoned 


Morros was more or less of a mystery man between 
the time Jack and Myra Soble and Jacob Albam were 
arrested for espionage earlier this year and at the 
time Albam and Mrs. Soble were sentenced to five and 
one-half years each in a Federal prison. At the time 
of the arrest of this trio, who were charged specifically 
with conspiring with “numerous high ranking Soviet 
officials” to obtain secret government documents, 
photographs and writings vital to the defense of the 
United States, knowing that these were to be trans- 
mitted to the Soviet Union, Morros’ role was not dis- 
closed. Mrs. Soble’s husband is to be sentenced later. 
All three had pleaded guilty. 

The sensational nature of Morros’ part in the cloak 
and dagger world reveals him in a dual role of, on the 
one hand, appearing to engage in espionage for Soviet 
Russia, and on the other hand actually working very 
closely as an undercover agent for the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

Subsequent to disclosure of the part Morros ha‘ in 
the Soble-Albam case, the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities took his sworn statement in 
which he implicated a secretary in a U. 8S. Embassy 
at Prague and a member of the U. 8. Intelligence 
Agency in Germany with Soviet spies. It is reported 
the identities of these persons were not disclosed. 

Morros also revealed that it was Mrs. Martha 
(Dodd) Stern, daughter of a former U. S. Ambassador 
to Germany, who put the finger on him for the Rus- 
sians and disclosed to them that he was an under- 
cover agent for the FBI. Mrs. Stern, who escaped 
to Mexico with her wealthy investment broker hus- 
band, Alfred K. Stern, has suddenly popped up in 
Red Czechoslovakia, but denies the spy story. 

Following an interview with Morros, Chairman 
Walter of the House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee said, “Mr. Morros’ testimony clearly establishes 
Martha Dodd, daughter of the former U. 8S. Ambas- 
sador to Germany, and her husband, Alfred Stern, as 
a part of the Soviet apparatus.” 


Soviet Diplomats Involved 


Chairman Walter reported that the committee had 
been in contact with Morros for the past six months. 
He said that Morros, in his sworn statements, said 
that Vasili Zubilin, former Second Secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C.,-took Morros to 
the Stern home in Connecticut in the 1940’s. 

At the time of this meeting Morros was operating a 
small phonograph record company in Los Angeles un- 
der the name of Boris Morros Music Company, and 
Zubilin proposed that Stern advance money to expand 
the operation of the music company. Chairman Wal- 
ter said Morros testified that “this firm was to serve 
as an espionage cover and provide an opportunity to

legitimiatize Soviet agents as representatives of the 
firm. Stern did advance the sum of $130,000, but the 
project collapsed because of personal friction between 
Mr. Morros and the Sterns.” 

“Subsequent to this, Martha Dodd wrote a deroga- 
tory report to her superiors in which she questioned 
Mr. Morros’ loyalty to the Soviet apparatus.” 


Mexico Meeting Place For Red Spies 


Zubilin has previously been linked with espionage 
and the Morros testimony discloses that when he left 
the United States, Jack Soble became chief of the 
operation and was Morros’ superior. In that connec- 


tion he sent Morros to Mexico in 1950 to meet un- 
named Soviet spy chiefs to receive assignments. The 
witness told the Committee that Soviet consulates and

COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD 


By PAUL R. BISH 


Possibly the biggest jolt of the present year, has 
come in the trend of affairs in the Near East, with 
the recent outcome in Syria, a trouble zone to the 
non-Communist world for many months. 


Syria in August knuckled down entirely to Rus- 
sian influence, becoming for all intensive purposes 
a mere satellite of the Kremlin. The battle for tne 
Near East has been on for several years culminating 
in the overthrow of King Farouk and the enthrowning 
of Nasser, finally in the Suez squabble. Russia was 
known to have been behind all of these upheavals. 
Later a squeeze play was launched, and such countries 
as were made chief targets became hot beds of intense 
conspiracy. Little Jordan was in grave trouble. The 
feds had infiltrated its Army and its government 
ranks and a plot was on for a Red take over when 
the USA stepped in. Syria was already being wooed 
by the Kremlin and in August through a coupe de- 
tat, the Army which had already: been trained and 
equipped by the Kremlin, was seized by outright 
Syrian Communists, which means that the govern- 
ment is now at the mercy of Russia. This new 
action threatens Turkey and Jordan. Indian Reds 
took over a province in earlier elections and new pres- 
sure is being put on the pro-Soviet Nehru for even 
closer cooperation with Russia and China. The Krem- 
lin has sent some $370 million in armaments to the 
Near East. 


While public aiiention has been centered chiefly 
towards the Near East, the German sector and the 
Far East, the public in general and possibility our 
own government, may have forgotten that there is 
a great populace to our South. In Guatamala, Com- 
munist controlled only a few years ago, was thrown 
into a dither in July, then the President was assassi- 
nated by Communists and the government was threat- 
ened by new uprisings and warfare, but moved 
quickly ordering martial law arresting many Reds 
who are now on trial for conspiracy and murder. 


In Argentine, Communists won several seats in the 
legislature in August elections; swept into complete 
political control in British Guina; made heavy gaines 
in Honduras; launched out in renewed efforts in 
Brazil, and they staged a drive to sabotage the huge 
new hydroelectric project’ at Rincon de _ Baigria, 
Uruguay. In the Phillipines, the Red ‘“‘Huks”’ still 
causing considerable trouble were made the object of 
a nation-wide manhunt, when the government in 
August dispatched 22,000 soldiers into the field with 
orders to round up each and every one of them. 


In Europe, the Kremlin dictators have evidently 
solidified their forces again in the Iron Curtain coun- 
tries. Lines were tightened following the earlier 
upheavals in Poland and Hungary. Purges in Party 
ranks from top to bottom in the Satellite countries 
have been general. Tens of thousands of individuals 
have been exiled to Russia from Hungary, Bulgaria, 
Rumania, and other Satellite countries. Under the 
guise of relieving unemployment in those countries, 
these tens of thousands including some ten thousand 
or more youth have been shipped into Russia al- 
legedly to work on farms and in mines. Uprisings 
continued to harass the Reds in Hungary and Poland. 
In Lodz, second largest city of Poland, some ten 
thousand or more transport workers were routed 


by government troops, called 
“Workers Militia.”” Late in 
August they were warned by 
Dictator Gomulka, that strikes 
will not be tolerated, nor will 
they bring wage increases, for 
the government economy will L 2 
stand no wage increases at Mr. Bish 
present. The entire transpor- 

tation of the city was at a stand 

still for days, as the strikers baracaded themselves 
in car barns. 

Signs are that a general famine, such as swept 
Russia under Lenin during the first years of Com- 
munist rule, is now sweeping throughout Red China. 
At the same time the growing resentment among 
Chinese towards the Red government, which allegedly 
is doing little to alleviate the food situation, is so 
intense that a general purge of “‘disenters’’ and ‘‘Non- 
Conformists’’ is sweeping the country. Jails are filled 
and the forced shift in people from one section to 
another is taxing transportation facitilities. One up- 
rising of a general nature was put down by armed 
forces in Tsinghai, near Tibet. Red China is 
bothered by a population of some 640 million people, 
many without training for skilled jobs, and not 
enough common labor jobs to go around and the 
population is increasing at the rate of 13 million a 
year. Birth control is now being instituted and the 
famine will no doubt be allowed to take some fifty 
million lives it is estimated. Russia permitted 15 
million deaths through its early self-made famine 
during the change over of government. 


In Indonesia, the Reds have driven into power in 
recent Java elections. The non-Communist national 
government nipped an attempted rebellion launched 
by Reds in another sector. A Communist plot to 
blow up the Abadan oil refineries, was also nipped in 
Iran in August. 

In West Germany the trouble is chiefly from Com- 
munist spies and espionage rings, and another such 
ring was broken up in Bonn in August. In Great 
Britain another spy ring hunt is on, this following 
the discovery that Russians had obtained copies of 
national defense secrets, including Navy atom blue 
prints. 

The head of the powerful Communist Party, Jaques 
Duclos of France, has been ordered to Moscow for a 
secret conference, while in Italy the head of the 
Communist Party which controls some 10 million 
votes, and 178 seats in the Parliament, is pressing 
the Italian government, for closer alliance between 
the Italian and Russian governments, 

Russia and China have launched a general purge 
campaign among Party members. In Russia purges 
in its seven million Party membership and its 18 ana 
a half million Young Communist League membership 
has swept an estimated half million or more out of 
the ranks, and thereby out of favor of the dictator. 
The charges in Russia are disloyalty to the cause; 
and in China, a purge includes thousands from the 
175,000 government employees in 61 departments for 


An anti-American has been elected mayor of Naha, 
Okinawa, the Capitol of the island, and the location 
of the largest USA military base. 
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Embassies in the United States all serve as espionage 
centers, and that Soviet diplomatic personnel are spe- 
cifically trained for espionage. 

The Sterns went to Mexico several months ago when 
things began to get hot for them. They were indicted 
by a Federal grand jury for contempt and were fined 

25,000 each in absentia for ignoring a Federal grand 
jury subpoena, at the time the Sobles were under 
grand jury investigation. 

Morros revealed that his relations with the Russians 
began on a more or less active scale in 1935 (two years 
following New Deal recognition of Russia, 1933) when 
he went to the Soviet Union to visit his mother who 
was ill. He returned to the United States following 
her death, and then got in touch with Soviet diplo- 
matic representatives in an effort to bring his father 
to the United States. The father, who is now 98 years 
old, arrived here in 1943. Two years later the Rus- 
sians sought a “pay off” for what they had done for 
Morros, and made secret overtures that he become an 
agent for them. 


Effort Leading to Blackmail 


Morros went straight to the FBI and reported what 
had happened. He was told to agree to the Russian 
proposals and make the contacts. He said he orig- 
inally took orders from a man identified as Edward 
Herbert, but who was later disclosed to be Zubilin, 
who, incidentally, left the United States after having 
been declared persona non grata by our State Depart- 
ment. 

Morros said he was ordered to obtain information on 
strategic materials and projects involving this coun- 
try’s defenses, and that before passing any informa- 
tion to the Reds he cleared with the FBI. 

As a spy for the Reds, Morros made 68 overseas 
crossings. He said that Jack Soble, as his superior, 
had “built up a legend that I was a millionaire,” and 
therefore the Russians never offered him any money. 

In his testimony before the House Committee, Mor- 
ros also disclosed that his espionage superiors asked 
him to obtain “compromising information” about high 
ranking Americans, including President Eisenhower 
and Gen. Lucius Clay who at that time was Military 
Governor of Germany, and other prominent Americans 
and that the Reds instructed him to plant a spy in 
the office of Cardinal Spellman of New York to report 
on activities of the Catholic Church. 

He also declared that 55 business firms in the United 
States served as secret “covers” for Soviet espionage. 

While Martha Dodd held the limelight here in the 
United States over the disclosures by Morros, Moscow 
dispatches revealed that the Soviet Union has chosen 
her “in a small and carefully selected circle of Amer- 
icans” whose writings have been designated for trans- 
lation into Russian, 


Reds Exploit American Traitors 


This is not the first time the Reds have selected her 
works for translation, however, for in 1945 she wrote 
a novel entitled “Sowing The Wind,” a novel about 
the “moral deterioration of Germans” under Hitler. 
Russians translated it and used it for propaganda 
in the Soviet sector of Berlin. 

Her latest book the Reds are grabbing as a propa- 
ganda vehicle is due off the presses in the United 
States next year. It is entitled “The Searching Light” 
and is critical of loyalty oaths requirements for Amer-

ican citizens. Citadel Press is reportedly publishing 
the book. 

The Communist organ, Daily Worker, New York, de- 
scribes the book as “an engrossing novel of an East- 
ern University under the shadow of the loyalty oath.” 
The Sterns, now in Prague, behind the Iron Curtain, 
have renounced their American citizenship. 


Christmas Without Christ Drive Is On 


In March last year these columns exposed a secret 
drive in New Jersey, launched by the Superintendent 
of the Sayersville public schools, to abandon Christ- 
mas observances. The directive sent out by Super- 
intendent R. S. Pollack advised the principals of the 
schools in his area to gradually drop the customary 
observances in such a manner as not to incite the 
public. The directive also specified that there would 
be no image of Christ displayed, no “props” repre- 
sentative of Angels and no singing of hymns, such as 
“Silent Night,” “Hark the Herald Angels Sing” and 
other accepted Christian hymns. “Folk lore” was to 
be substituted, if indeed any observance of the great 
event was to be held. 

Pollack stated in his directive that within two years 
(by 1958) all Christmas observances in schools in New 
Jersey would be ruled illegal under the State anti-

discrimination laws. He said that he had been so 
advised by the State administration. The exposure 
aroused wide indignation on the part of the people in 
New Jersey and an investigation was launched. The 
first report censured the Superintendent, but before 
an official and final report was issued, the Superin- 
tendent was absolved of any wrong doing. The in- 
vestigators evidently learned that the State Anti- 
Discrimination Board was the culprit. Nothing more 
appears to have been done in the matter in view of 
the fact that the State Legislature had enacted an 
anti-discrimination law under the influence of anti- 
Christian forces, leaving it up to the School Board to 
determine the scope and enforcement of it. Many crit- 
icized Governor Minor for having permitted the pas- 
sage of such an act, as well as for his selection of 
certain Board members. No doubt the issue will play 
a prominent role in this Fall’s voting by Christians. 


To Boycott Those Who Boycott Christ 


At the height of the uproar in New Jersey the anti- 
Christian group promoting the drive announced that 
similar drives in the future in other communities 
would be launched in July, thereby taking the fury 
out of the effort since the Christmas spirit would not 
be at its height at that time. The drive in New Jer- 
sey began in November of 1956. 

In July of this year another successful drive was 
launched to take Christ out of Christmas in Sierra 
Madre, California. Over the opposition of a multitude 
of taxpayers, the Parent-Teachers Association and 
many others, the School Board sustained the move to 
adopt a ruling such as that ahich had been previously 
forced on Christians in New Jersey. And so there 
will no longer be displayed the Nativity scene or im- 
ages of Christ and Angels and no Christmas carols 
will be sung in the public schools in Sierra Madre. 
But the stores of those promoting the anti-Christian 
move will be aflame in their commercialization of the 
observance of the birth of Christ, the Savior of man- 
kind. 

Other communities are confronted with anti-Chris- 
tian drives. One effort in New York resulted in a mass 
turnout in the community, and the Board of Educa- 
tion was forced to rescind its action in the face of 
public indignation and the threat to boycott the 
schools. 

“Christmas in July” was celebrated by five Protes- 
tant churches in Vicksburg, Michigan, and Dover, 
New Jersey, this year. The off-season observance of 
Christmas, in all its glory, was in protest against the 
commercialization of Christmas by non-Christians. 
Some are proposing that the counter-move be adopted 
in all sections of the country to combat the move to 
take Christ out of Christmas—boycott those who boy- 
cott Christ. On the other hand, many disapprove of 
sacrificing an event so memorable for even that pur- 
pose. 


Ten Commandments Outlawed 


The drive to take Christ out of Christmas obsery- 
ances is only one plank in the anti-Christian nation- 
wide move. In New York, New Jersey and other 
States the Ten Commandments are not permitted to 
be mentioned in public schools. In Washington, D. C., 


religion in schools has also become a major issue, The 
Commandments and the Bible would become forbidden 
reading if the anti-Christian drive succeeds. 

This is similar to Hitler’s book-burning campaign 
of Communist literature, over which the world was 
A Unitarian minister, Dr. A, Powell Davies, 


aroused.

of Washington, D. C., dismisses Christmas as “a beau- 
tiful legend,” but considers it ridiculous not to have 
courses in Marxism in the schools. This month in 
New Jersey Attorney General Richman, Jr., ruled that 
the saying of Grace aloud or secretly will not be per- 
mitted in the schools, although he said tat it is not 
illegal to read briefly from the Old Testament. The 
New York State Commissioner of Education, accord- 
ing to the American Legion of New York, upheld the 
singing of a Red Cantata, “The Lonesome Train,” in 
the face of public protests, but he outlawed the Ten 
Commandments in the schools. 


Nazareth Under Communist Rule 


Another aspect of the anti-Christian drive is a move 
to have questions of religious affiliations obliterated 
from census questionnaires on the ground that it is 
an infringement upon religious freedom. The Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union is sparking this phase. This 
brings to mind the recent news reports from behind 
the Communist Iron and Bamboo Curtains relative to 
the closing of churches, the teaching of anti-religion 
in schools and that Nazareth, the cradle of Christian- 
ity, is now under Communist rule. That the anti- 
Christians and Atheists have a big job ahead for Bible 
reading is required by law in 37 of the States and the 
U. S. Government has recently added the words “In 
God We Trust” to the one dollar bill.

chell receive one-half of his monthly pay and allow- 
ances—a total of $397.67 each payday. 

Next day, Mitchell resigned. A decade later, on 
February 19, 1936, he died at the age of 56. 

Now, two decades later, the Air Force Board has 
been asked to cancel out the court-martial. William 
Mitchell, Jr., son of the famous flier, started the move- 
ment, filed the petition necessary, and dsignated the 
Air Force Association to act as his counsel. He said: 
“A gross injustice was done my father. History has 
vindicated him. I believe that the United States Air 
Force cannot do less.” 

On July 26, 1946, Congress adopted a bill author- 
izing a special Congressional Medal honoring Mitchell 
for his contributions to military aviation. President 
Truman signed it. 

Students of aviation examining the import of this 
act, made into law on August 8, 1946, mull over these 
words to the effect that the Congressional Medal so or- 
dered was being awarded “in the name of the people 
of the United States, in recognition of his (Mitchell’s) 
outstanding pioneer service and foresight in the field 
of American military aviation.” 

The only surviving member of the court which con- 
victed Billy Mitchell is Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who 
in extolling Mitchell, wrote to Senator Alexander 
Wiley, of Wisconsin, that Billy “was a rare genius in 
his profession and contributed much to aviation his- 
tory.” 

Three representatives of the American Air Force 
Association—Stephen F. Leo, a national director; 
William R. Sweeney, a member of the George Wash- 
ington University faculty, and Edmund F. Hogan, 
Reserve Affairs Editor of Air Force, a national avia- 
tion magazine, presented the Billy Mitchell case be- 
fore the board. The presentation was concluded with 
these words by Mr. Leo: “Regardless of the eminent 
position to which history has raised Billy Mitchell, the 
cold fact remains that there is a court-martial con- 
viction against him. 

“By declaring this conviction null and void, the Air 
Force does no more—nor any less—than provide Mit- 
chell with the official recognition that is his just due.” 

After the application is acted upon by the Board its 
recommendation—for or against—will be forwarded 
to the Secretary of the Air Force who, under the law, 
must make the final decision.

this crushing burden of “taxation in order to stop 
Communism. We must all fight Communism.” 

The most threadbare argument of all is that poverty 
and hunger create Communism.—Communism is a dis- 
ease of the intellect and not of the stomach. 

All of the dead of Korea—the billions spent on de- 
fense against Russian Communism—seems just a bit 
silly if nine black-robed men on the “Warren Court” 
can destroy all efforts in our own country to stop 
Communism. 

It would seem logical to assume from these decisions 
that the Justices evidently believe that Communism is 
simply another political party, or a harmless religious 
sect of some sort—that only hold annual revival 
meetings. 

It is interesting to see how the Communist Daily 
Worker felt about these decisions. I quote a para- 
graph from their editorial on June 19: 


“When will the whole anti-Communist myth on 
which both a German Hitler and an American Mc- 
Carthy built their power be ended ? 

“These are questions that demand an answer in 
the wake of Monday’s historic decisions. The Court 
has spoken, and many democratic-minded Ameri- 
cans, including Communists, who fought so staunchly 
in the anti-McCarthy resistance, will take new 
heart.

The Constitution does not say the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court shall serve for life. It says simply... 
“Shall hold their offices during good behavior.” 

It would seem from letters and comments, that 
quite a few Americans who have lost sons on the 
world’s battlefields and relatives in foreign lands— 
and those who may have relatives turned over to for- 
eign courts—and who now, as in the past, have en- 
dured crushing and confiscatory taxation to fight Com- 
munism abroad—will believe that the majority of the

these fragments of authority over the multitudes of 
free individuals. No one person or small group of 
persons should ever be able to get too much power, 
and the minority, down to the last individual, should 
be protected against oppression by the majority, or 
by any organized factions or groups. 


Debates had shown that it was hopeless to exp ct 
unanimous acceptance of the Constitution, but as the 
delegates duly represented the States from which they 
were sent, they proposed that the document should go 
into effect when nine State conventions should have 
ratified it. On September 17, 1787, the final draft was 
presented to the convention for signature. Twelve 
States were represented and thirty-nine members 
signed the proposed Constitution. 


Not until June 1788, was the Constitution finally 
accepted by nine States—but only on the condition 
that it be amended to include certain specific restric- 
tions and reservations that would protect the indi- 
vidual against the improper use of force, and prevent 
the central government from encroaching on tie rights 
of the State governments. 


The first Ten Amendments were the “price of rati- 
fication.” In addition to freedom of speech, freedom 
of the press, religious freedom and the right of trial 
by jury, public officials were forbidden to seize or to 
search a person or his property or his private papers 
—except under certain definite circumstances pre- 
scribed by written law. 

For the first time in human history, the right to 
own property was given full legal recognition extend- 
ing to the humblest citizen without reference to class 
distinction, social position or status of birth. As late 
as 1776, no one in France could own even so much as 
a pigeon, unless he chanced to be a person of “Royal 
Birth”’—a king, a prince or a noble. 

The ten classic amendments were adopted in Decem- 
ber 1791, as the dreams of Washington, Franklin, 
Jefferson, Hamilton and Madison became a reality. 
Years later the great English Statesman, William E. 
Gladstone, described the U. 8S. Constitution as “the 
greatest instrument ever struck off at a given time 
by the brain and purpose of man.” 


The essence of this Constitution, said Speaker 
Joseph W. Martin, Jr., of Massachusetts, in 1948, may 
be expressed in one short sentence: “In the American 
way of life, Government is the servant, never the mas- 
ter, of the people.”

Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, whose 
president formerly was Alger Hiss, 

Now, in 1957, FPA is making a big splash with its 
Decisions, which are released to adults through co- 
operation of World Affairs Councils, League of Women 
Voters, many libraries, some chambers of commerce ; 
and to students, through International Relations 


clubs, campus groups, YMCAs and YWCAs, 


The climax of FPA political action is reached in 
pamphlet balloting on U. 8. policies concerning Eu- 
rope, China, Russia, Middle East, military strategy, 
trade-aid, colonialism, and neutralism. FPA distrib- 
utes “opinion ballots” with each Decision. After tabu- 
lation, FPA urges that the results be forwarded to 
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key officials in the State Department, and to members 
of Congress. 


Opinion polling as a political pressure tactic struck 
a snag in April, 1957, when the secret opinion polling 
of the State Department, a practice of more than 14 
years’ duration, was exposed and denounced by a 
member of the House of Representatives. Phraseology 
admittedly infimences questionnaire results, yet re- 
peated efforts to obtain a direct statement as to who 
actually phrases the State Department questions were 
quite unavailing. The same thick silence concerning 
directive-writing threaded the IPR Hearings; and 
FPA fails to identify the authors or tabulators of its 
opinion ballots. 


Who actually phrases the FPA ballots, some hold- 
overs from the IPR-FPA crowd, or a present associate 
who drew criticism for his “Aesopian directives” while 
a policy-making official employed by the U. 8. Gov- 
ernment? 

John Carter Vincent’s China policy, as he, himself, 
avowed, was: “I worked at nothing for years, except 
to get a coalition between the Communists and the 
National Government.” 


Today, Vincent urges Communist China’s entrance 
into the United Nations, and U. 8. diplomatic recog- 
nition of the Red government, both prominent in re- 
cent FPA Decisions. 

FPA’s revelation that its Decisions are designed for 
“helping” policy makers in Washington may prove to 
be a dangerous confession and an embarrassment to 
such tax-exempt foundations as are associated with it. 


Financing of the FPA has come in large measure 
from The Carnegie Endowment, Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, and the Ford Foundation’s Fund for Adult Edu- 
cation. 


Tax exemption was withdrawn from IPR, FPA’s 
former bed-fellow, But at this moment, FPA still is 
urging its followers to carry FPA decisions to key 
public officials in Washington.

free choice of the people—fueled the Red juggernaut 
in Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Ru- 
mania, Albania, China and Indochina. 


It is a lie that Communism is a people’s move- 
ment. 


It is a lie that Communism is a program of human 
welfare. It is the parent of famine, and has been 
ever since Lenin’s fingers closed around Russia’s 
throat. 


There were famines or near famines in Communist 
Poland and Communist Yugoslavia. There were fam- 
ines in Communist China. There will be famines 
wherever there is Communism. Famine is an integral 
part of socialist production. 


It is a lie that Communism is a program of human 
welfare. 
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It is a lie that Communism offers workers of the 
world a way to throw off their chains, as the manifesto 


promised. The chains of workers in the capitalist 
world are mere figures of Red rhetoric. But the chains 
of workers in the Communist world are real. 


The manifesto itself expressly calls for the creation 
of industrial armies, especially in agriculture. The 
very first Soviet constitution required forced labor on 
the part of the whole population. 

Forced labor and Marxism—Leninism are husband 
and wife. They cannot be divorced from one another. 

Was it only lies, was it only conspiracy, coups 
(etat, and arms that propelled the Red advance? 
No; there was one more thing. 

Capitalism helped Communism to advance, Capi- 
talism saved Communism from disaster again and 
again—capitalism, which Communism seeks to wipe 
off the face of the earth. 

It was so from the very first. Lenin came to power 
by singing the siren song of peace and persuading his 
country’s soldiers to lay down their arms before the 
German assault. The inevitable happened. 

The Kaiser’s army engulfed Russia. Under the 
Prussian heel, Lenin signed the treaty of Brest- 
Litovsk, which, according to one historian, lost for 
Russia 26 per cent of the total population, 27 per cent 
of her railway system, 33 per cent of her manufactur- 
ing industries, 78 per cent of her coal fields. 

Communism cou'd not have survived for a year after 
this craven performance, save for one thing. The cap- 
italist nations of the West—France, Great Britain, 
Belgium and the United States—fought on, broke the 
Prussian power and made the treaty of Brest-Litovsk 
a dead letter. Then they sent Herbert Hoover to feed 
the Russian people, who were starving to death under 
the Red dictator’s policies of socialist production. 

Who saved Stalin’s bloody neck when Hitler struck 
toward the east in 1941? Was it socialist production? 
Any schoolboy knows the answer to that. 

It was capitalist production in capitalist ships brav- 
ing the North Sea routes, which brought Stalin the 
tools and weapons without which he could not possibly 
have survived. He almost failed to survive anyway. 
Hitler overran Stalin’s Russia just as Hindenburg had 
overrun Lenin’s Russia a generation before. 


Who saved China’s Communist leader, Mao Tse 
Tung, when Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalists had him 
bottled up behind Kalgan Pass and were preparing 
the death blow for China’s Communist revolution? 
Capitalist America saved him, acting through George 
Marshall. That great hero, Gen. Cluire Lee Chen- 
nault told the story to our subcommittee in these 
words: “The Nationalists were persuaded to pull out 
of the pass and open the highway through there, so 
the Communists could move northeast. They did that, 
and they moved into Manchuria where they received 
arms.” 

The arms they found in Manchuria were left there 
by the Japs whom capitalist America had just de- 
feated. 

[ go on fighting Communism because I do not be- 
lieve that this lie, the most monstrous lie ever con- 
cocted in the whole history of mankind, can perman- 
ently withstand the assaults of truth. I do not be- 
lieve the liars who conceal it can permanently with- 
stand the assaults of those who would snatch the 
veil of concealment away. 

I do not believe that the colossal blunders of the 
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West, real blunders sometimes, cowardly blunders 
sometimes, contrived blunders sometimes, can go on 
forever. 


What are the American people going to do in the 
face of the overwhelming victory which the Commun- 
ists have just won in the Supreme Court? Are they 
going to quit? I am sure we will never quit. 


General MacArthur told us, during the Senate hear- 
ings on his dismissal, that in every situation there is 
a way to victory. The editors of our free press, and 
Congress must find it. 


American strength is leaking away. 
foolish indeed to pretend otherwise. 


The American Congress and the American people— 
writers, lawyers, labor leaders, businessmen—have 
worked long and hard since the 1930's to map out 
the lines of Communist attack and to plan the Amer- 
ican defense against subversion. We have tried in 
every way to carry on our fight, against this conspira- 
torial war, within the framework of our law and our 
cherished political liberties. We have spent weeks 
and months taking testimony. We have spent long 
hours in legislative drafting. We have imposed on 
our Department of Justice every reasonable require- 
ment for protection of the innocent. If anything we 
have erred, as we wished to err, in protecting the in- 
nocent rather than convicting the guilty, though we 
knew the danger to our country was great. 


It would be 


Now the Supreme Court says all our caution was 
in vain. It says we can forget all about subversion, 
and leave everything to the FBI, but the FBI must 
open up its files, to the legitimate questions of the in- 
nocent, and to the cleverest questions of the Soviet 
Union’s smartest subversive agents. 


We, in Congress, knew the argument was false that 
the FBI alone could defeat this conspiracy. The Jus- 
tice Department and the FBI cannot issue subpoenas 
or compel testimony under oath. We knew Congress 
must take the lead in finding remedies for conspiracy. 
Congress has paid a heavy price. We know what hap- 
pened to Martin Dies, to the long list of Members of 
the House and Senate who failed of reelection, be- 
cause they were good fighters against Communism. 
You know what happened to Joe McCarthy. 


I promise you that I will not quit. I promise that 
Congress will not quit. I promise you the American 
people will not quit. We will say, as John Paul Jones 
said, “We have not yet begun to fight.” 


When the fight is finished the Communists will be a 


dark stain on the pages of history, and American lib- 
erty will again enlighten the world.

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Communist activities are being renewed now that 
the Party has settle down to business again following 


the Party convention, and adoption of a program of 
activity. 


Agitation among the Negroes is the first on the 
new schedule, A Party resolution at the most recent 
national convention stated that no ionger is the racial 
question an economic issue, it is now a moral issue. 
New drives have been launched in housing, and other 
fields, to win the Negro over in the drive for “Ameri- 
can socialism’’—the label used now by the Reds to 
trot out their wares behind. 


Religion in schools has also begun to be built as 
an issue through Communist propaganda organs. 
This issue is already raised by non-christians. The 
new program includes the old wares too, the Taft- 
Hartley Act, and opposition to Right To Work legis- 
lation, this is an effort to gain friendship from the 
Unionists; the Smith Act, the McCarran Loyalty Act, 
and others are to be continued issues. 


Shorter working week, amnesty for political pris- 
oners, increased tax exemptions on low pay incomes, 
higher taxes on high pay incomes; halt to A & H-Tests; 
a “broad anti-monopoly front’ to forge the ‘“‘Ameri- 
can Road To Socialism’’ is their chief slogan in the 
political field. 


In line with the Red’s racial drive, a new campaign 
was launched early in August to agitate around sum- 
mer camps and lodges. Hundreds of Camps and 
Lodges were visited by colored Communists seeking 
vacation spots; letters were written from New York 
addresses, asking for reservations in the camps. Re- 
sults are being interpreted for propaganda by the 
Reds, whose own camps are al] inter-racial. 


The Communist propaganda organs have raised 
recently $43,977 by the Peoples World and $38,540 
by the Daily Worker, West and East coast organs. 


A big raliy, Carnegie Hall, NYC., in August in be- 
half of top Communists who have been released from 
prison following their terms, brought an estimated 
1,600 celebrants. Speakers included John McManus 
editor of the pro-Communist National Guardian, John 
Gates, Editor of the Communist Daily and Sunday 
Worker, and Paul Novick, editor of the Communist 
Jewish organ, Morning Feiheit. This was termed a 
“Bill of Rights Rally’. The hat passing brought 
some $8,000. Benjamin Davis, ex-convict Communist, 
chaired the affair. Back from prison and cheered by 
the throng, were Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, Robert 
Thompson, Pettis Perry, Alex Bittleman, Louis Wein- 
stock, V. J. Jerome, and Arnold Johnson. Each 
pledged to return to Party activity at once. 


TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS

The National Executive Committee, recently an- 
nounced as the “Collective Leadership” of the Party, 
in line with the Kremlins so-called ‘Collective Leader- 
ship” to supplant the “Stalin Cultist’? leadership: 
Eugene Dennis, in charge of National Affairs;, Sid 
Stein, in charge of Organization; Benjamin Davis, in 
charge of Negro Affairs; James Jackson, Jr., in charge 
of Southern Affairs; Hy Lumer, in charge of Agitation 
and Propaganda (Education and publicity); Fred 
Fine, in charge of Labor Affairs; John Gates in 
charge of Public affairs; Ear] Durham, in charge of 
Youth affairs; Carl Ross in charge of Agricultura) 
affairs; Herbert Apethaker, in charge of National 
Educational Committee, and Dr. Albert Blumberg, in 
charge of Legislative Affairs. They are also mem- 
bers of the National Administrative Committee of 
the Party, each move being to centralize the authority 
again into a few hands. 


The leftwing Americans for Democratic Action has 
issued a demand to defeat any attempt of Congress 
to reverse Supreme Court decisions in the Jenks and 
Cole cases. 


More evidence of the widespread infiltration of the 
labor movement by Communists has been developed in 
recent weeks by Congressional committees and wit- 
nesses have made some startling disclosures running 
from threatened violence to sabotage. 


How Reds concentrated in the eastern Pennsylvania 
steel industries and tried to prolong a strike to 
hamper production during the Korean war has been 
revealed by Herman Thomas, former F.B.I. under- 
cover agent. 


He said at that time the party had a strength of 
about 3,800 members in eastern Pennsylvania and 
Delaware. 


In the hearing room the witness identified Herman 
A. Solitrin, of Philadelphia, as a Communist who had 
been sent by the Red organization to ‘colonize’ a 
U. S. Steel plant near Philadelphia. He said Chester, 
Pa., just outside Philadelphia, was ‘‘quite a strong- 
hold” of the Reds. 


Thomas told the Committee the Reds were par- 
ticularly active at Bethlehem and Lackawanna and 


also at the Lukens Steel Co., and Baldwin Locomotive 
Works. 


Another person named by the witness as a Com- 
munist is Russel Ames, of Hampton, N, J. He de- 
scribed Ames as a former professor at Brooklyn Col- 
lege who lives in a ‘“‘palatial home’ at which sever] 
secret Communist meetings were held. The witness 
said the professor was also quite a large contributor 
to the party causes. 
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any a New Yorker shook his head, and 
not a few snickered, when they saw the 
“hole” in Peter Cooper's new building.
